VILLAGE OF SAN CARLOS

Maracaibo, January 24.—A boat with a 
representative of the Associated Press on 
which was sent from Maracaibo 
yesterday Fort San Carlos, returned 
to Maracaibo today, bringing the news 
that the German warships had not shelled 
the fort since Thursday night. When 
the boat left San Carlos the German 
cruiser Panther was the only warship in 
sight. She was about 1 mile from the 
bar. 

The village of San Carlos, consisting of 
eight houses built of wood and straw and 
inhabited by about 250 fisher folk. was 
totally burned as a result of havihg been 
set on fire by the explosion of shells from 
the warships. 

The garrison at San Carlos, numbering 
239 men, was still holding the fort when 
the boat left the island. Ags the 
the fort are low and near the water line 
they are still in good condition, except 
on the seaside. The Panther on Thurs- 
day tried on two occasions to pass through 
the channel in front of the fort, but 
desisted from so doing, probably owing to 
the danger of navigating those waters.

Montgomery, Ala., January %74.—(Spe 
cial.)}—The feature of today’s session @ 
the legislature was the introduction ints 
the house of a general election law by 
Chairman Bankhead, of the eleetiong 
committee. 

This bill seeks 
conforming the statutes to the new com 
stitution. The bill provides for a stat 
board of registrars, to consist of the gove 
ernor, auditor and commissioner of age 
riculture. They shall serve for a term 
four years. County boards to consist of 
three members are to be appointed by be « 
state board. 

These boards are to meet at the county 
' court houses on the first Monday im Aw 
' gust and the last Monday in Septemoe 
of each year, and may remain in gessiog 
one week, for the registration of all pere 
sons entitled to register. Twenty days of 
notice of the time of sitting must be 
given and registration can occur only af 
the county site. ¢ 

The/ registration plans are practically 
the same as contained in the temporary 
plan ofthe constitution, providing for ap

Articel IV. ‘‘The right and privileges 
granted to he United States by the 
terms of this convention shal] not affect 
the sovereignty of the republic of Co- 
lombia ovér the territory within whose 
boundaries such rights and privileges are 
to be exercised. 

‘The United States freely acknowledges 
and recoginzes this sovereignty and dls- 
avows any intention to impair it in any 
way whatever or to icrease its territory 
at the expense of Colombia or of any 
of the sister repubiics in Central or South 
America, but, on the contrary, it desires 
to strengthen the power of the republic 
On this continent and to promote, de- 
welop and maintain their prosperity and 
idependence.”’ 

Article VY. “The republic of Colombia 
authorizes the United States to construct

To Provide for Sanitation. 

“To give effect to this article 
United States will give special attention 
and care to the maintenance of the 
works, drainage, sanitary and healthful 
purposes all along the line of the canal 
and its dependencies, in order to prevent 
the invasion of epidemics or of securing 
their prompt suppression should they ap- 
pear. With this end in view the United 
States will organize hospitals along the 
line of the canal and will suitably sup- 
ply or cause to be suppied the towns 
of Panama and Colon with the necessary 
aqgueducts and drainage works, in or- 
der to prevent their becoming centers 
of infection on account of their proximity 
to the canal. 

“The government 
cure for the United 
nees the lands and rights that may be 
required in the towns of Panama and 
Colon to effect the improvements above 
referred to, and the government of the 
United States or its nominees shall be 
authorized to inspose and collect equita- 
ble water rates during fifty years for 
the service rendered, but on the expira- 
tion of said term the use of the water 
shall be free for the inhabitants of 
Panama and Colon, except to the extent 
that may be necessary for the operation 
and maintenance said water system, 
including = reservoirs, aqueducts, hy- 
drants, supply service, drainage and 
other works. 


Other Nations Barred. 

Article VI. “The republic of Colombia 
agrees that it will not cede nor lease to 
any foreign government any of its islands 
nor harbors within or adjacent to the 
Bay of Panama, nor on the Atlantic 
coast of Colombia, between the Atrato 
river and the western boundary of the 
department of Panama, for the purpose 
of establishing fortifications, 1aval or 
coaling stations, military posts, docks or 
other works that might interfere with 
the cdnstruction, maintenance, operation, 
protection, safety and free. use of the 
eanal and auxiliary works.

Question of Damages. 

“All damages caused to private land 
owners by inundation or by the deviation 
of water courses or in other ways, ris- 
ing out of the construétion or operation 
of the canal, shall in each case be ap- 
praised and settled by a joint committee 
appointed by the governments of the 
United States and ‘Colombia, but the cost 
of the indemnities agreed upon shail be 
borne solely by the United States.’’ 

Article VIII declares Panama and Co- 
lon free ports for vesséls and goods des- 
tined for transmission through the oanal, 
but reserves the right to Colombia to es- 
tablish custom houses for collection of 
duties on gods going to other portions of 
her territry. 

Article IX prvides that no charges of 
any character shall be imposed upon any 
persons connected with the construction 
and operation of the canal or on any ves- 
sels, etc., used in euch construction. 

Article X provides for the use of tele- 
graph and telephone facilities. 

Article XI permits immigrants of all na- 
tions to work on the canal. 

Article XII allows the United States to 
import free of duty aH material neces- 
sary in the construction of the canal. 

Article XIII, “The United States shall 
have authority to protect and make 6se- 
cure the canal as well as railways and 
other auxiliary works and dependencies 
and to preserve order and discipline among

Courts in Canal Zone.

To Cancel Other Teaties. 

Article XX. ‘‘Colombia agrees to cancel 
or modify within four months any treaty 
it may have with any other country re- 
garding any privilege or concession it 
may have with any third power.’’ 

Article XXI declares all grants and con- 
cession to the United States to be free 
from all anterior concessions and should 
any claims arise Colombia becomes re- 
sponsible for any indemnity that may be 
awarced. 

By article XXII Colombia renounces all 
claims to earnings in the new Panama 
Canal Company, the old Panama Canal 
Company, the Panama Railroad Company 
or to Lucien N. B. Wise and grants the 
Same to the United States, 

Article XXIII, “If it should-become nec- 
éssary at any time to employ armed forces 
for the safety or protection of the canal. 
or of the ships that may make use of 
the same, or the railways and other works, 
the republic of Coloma agrees to pro- 

vide the forces necessary for such purposes 
according to the circumstances of the 
case, but if the government of Colombia 
cannot effectively comply with this obli- 
gation, then, with the consent of. or at 
the request of Colombia, or of her min- 
ister at Washington, or of the local au- 
thorities, civil or military, the United 
tSates shall employ such force as may 
be necessary for that sole purpose, and 
as soon as the necessity shall have ceased 
will withdraw the forces so employed. 
Under exceptional circumstances, how- 
ever, on account of unforeseen or imm!i- 
nent danger to sald canal, railways and 
other works, or to the lives and property 
fo the persons employed upon the canal, 
railways and other works, the government 
of the United States Is authorized to act 
in the interest of their protection, without 
the necessity of obtaining the consent be- 
forehand of the goverhment of Colombis. 
and it shall give immediate advice of the 
measures adopted for the purpose stated, 
and as soon as sufficient Colombia forces 
shail arrive to attend to the indicated 
purpose, those of the United States shal] 
retire. 


To Begin Work in Two Yeass. 

Article XXIV, “The government of the 
United States agrees to complete the con- 
struction of the preliminary works neces- 
Sary, together with all the auxillary 
works, in the shortest time possible: and 
within two years from the date of the 
exchange of ratification of this convention 
the main works of the canal proper shall 
be commenced, and it shall be opened to 
traffic between the two oceans within 
twelve wears after such period of two 
years. In case, however, that any diffi- 
culties or obstacles should arise in the 
construction of the canal which are at 
present impossible to foresee the gov- 
ernment of Colombia wili prolong the 
terms stipulated in this article up to 
twelve years more for the completion of 
the canal. : 

‘But, in case the United States should 
at any time determine to make such canal 
practically a sea-level canal, then such 
period shall be extended for ten years 
further. ; 

“Article XXV provides for the payment 
of $250,000 gold annually for the lease be- 
ginning nine years after the date of rati- 
fication and $10,000,000 in gold upon the 
exchange of ratification of the treaty, and 
adds: 

“But no delay nor difference of opinion 
under this article shall affect nor inter-. 
rupt the full operation and effect of this 
convention in all other respects.”’ 

Article 26 provides that no change 
the government, laws or treaties of Co- 
lombia shall affect any right of the Unit- 
ed States without the consent of this 
government. 


The Joint Commission. 

Article 27. “The joint commission re- 
ferred to in articles 3, 7 and 14 shall be 
established as follows: 

‘The president of the United States 
shall nominate two persons and the pres: 
ident of Colombia shall nominate two per- 
sons and they shall proceed to a decision,

BY SHEE TALL 


Well Known Conductor Charges 
Uffcials with Libel, 


Asks $10,000 Damages—Petition 
Speaks of Bulletin Charging 
Sheftall with Appropriating 
Property of the 
Road.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)—A 
sult for $10,000 damages will come up be- 
fore Judge Robert Hodges, of the Macon 
city court, at the March term. 

The paper just filed sets forth the fact 
that W. C. Sheftall, who for seventeen 
years ran as a passenger conductor from 
Savannah to Atlanta and from Atlanta 
to Macon, was discharged by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia on November 9, 1902. 

The cause for the discharge, the com- 
Plainant asserts, was a mistake as to 
an order issued by some supertor official. 
As no damage resulted from the mistake 
Sheftall says he had every reason to ex- 
pect that he would be reinstated, In 
fact, he claims to have had advices to 
that effect. He considered his lay-off as 
a punishment for the mistake he made, 
and on January 3 was surprised to find 
a bulle*h which had emanated from 
the road's hfasiquarters in Savannah 
charging him with misappropriating the 
property of the company. 

A copy of this bulletin is made a part 
of Sheftall’s petition. By Sheftall and 
his attorneys, Colonel John R. Cooper 
and Colonel Marion Harris, this bulletin 
is declared to be libelous and slanderous. 
It is pronounced wicked and malicious, 
and the assertion is made that it was 
issued for the purpose of injuring 
Sheftall’s good name, fame, credit, fee}- 
ings and happiness, to bring him into 
public scandal, infamy and disgrace, and 
to expose him to public hatred. 

W. A. Winburn, J. C. Haile and 8S. J. 
Robinson, all high officials of the Central 
system, are charged with being the au- 
thors of this defamatory libel. 4% 

It appears that when Sheftall was sus- 
pended from duty he had in his posses- 
sion something over one hundred parlor 
and sleeping car and other kinds of 
railroad tickets, to which the railroad 
company laid claim, and to which refer- 
ence is made in the bulletin. 

These tickets he did not deem it neces- 
sary to return, so he asserts, because 
he expected to be reinstated. He made 
no effort to use or dispose of them in 
any way, so he will assert when the trial 
comes up. 

The bulletin: to ‘which Sheftall makes 
strong objection notified all employees 
of the road to take up these tickets 
wherever they might be found and return 
them to the general passenger agent for 
instructions. The bulletin was headed 
“Tickets Lost and Scalped.’’

Newport, R. I., January 24.—There is 
unusual activity at the naval training 
station here and judging from the large 
number of men employed it looks as ff 
rush orders had been received.

MABINI IS FREE 
TO LEAVE GUAM 


But He Can’t Go to the Philip- 
pines, Says President 
Roosevelt. 


Washington, January 24.—The president 
today transmitted to the senate his answer 
to the resolution of Senator Hoar calling 
on him to inform the senate what gov- 
ernment is now existing in the island of 
Guam. and asking why Mabini is de- 
tained in that istand. In his letter, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt says in reference to the 
case of Mabini: 

“Especial attention drawn to the 
communication of the secretary of war, 
notably his communication to the depart- 
memt of the navy of July 18, 1902; the spe- 
cial dispatch of July 18 from the war de- 
partment to General Chaffee, command- 
ing the division of the Philippines and to 
the communication of acting secretary 
of the navy July % to the governor of 
Guam, inclosing said letter from the sec- 
retary of war and directing that action 
therewith be taken. 

“By these letters the governor of Guam 
is explicitiy directed to release from de- 
tention all prisoners, and it is presumed 
that he has acted accordingly; but to 
provide against the slightest chance of 
misapprehension he had been specifically 
directed that all persons found in the 
island under the direction of the war 
department shall be released in accord- 
ance with the terms of the secretary of 
war's letter of July 18. 

“In other words, the inhabitant of the 
Philippine islands named Mabini, con- 
cerning whom a special inquiry is made 
in the resolution of the senate, is at liber- 
ty to go on a government transport any- 
where outside of the Philippine islands 
whera such transports touch, without 
taking any oath of allegiance whatsoever, 
and is allowed to go to any part of the 
world save the Philippine islands without 
taking the oath of allegiance; and he will 
be allowed to go on any private vessel] to 
the Philippine islands, but he cannot land 
there save on condition of complying with 
the act of the Philippine commission dc- 
manding that he,.take the oath of allegi- 
ance. This is also a condition of the 
proclamation of peace and amnesty.”

They then decided to ‘‘rush’’ the house, 
and while Heard and Head remained in 
the rear, Poole and White went around 
and approached from tne front. Fred 
Fues, a negro, was keeping a watch- 
out from the front porch, and as he 
caught sight of the officers levelled a 
musket at them and fired twice. He then 
quicktY ran imside of the house. 

The shots did not delay the raid, but 
instead the four officers hurriedly closed 
in on the house and bagged the inmates. 
They also recovered a small amount of 
money and some cards. 

When Fues was arrested he wore an 
overcoat said to have been stolen from 
W. J. Albert, a street car conductor, and 
he will be called on to explain his pos- 
session of the coat, as wel] as answer the 
charge of gaming. The prisoners were 
taken to the Tower. They are Fred Fues, 
Isaac Hammond, Nathan Price, Ed With- 
row, Joe Weldon and Sam Davis. 

Hammond was charged with complicity 
in the murder of Policeman EB. H, De- 
Bray, but was released. 


DOES NOT KNOW 
WHAT HIT HIM 


A. H, Garner Injured in a 
Very Mysterious 
Manner. 


A. H. Garner, of 150 West Pine street, 
a brakeman in the employ of the South 
ern railway, is in the Grady hospital 
badly injured, while the cause and nature 
of the accident are shrouded in mystery. 

Garner was found about 9 ofclock last 
night under the Jones avenue bridge in an 
unconscious condition. After regaining 
consciousness at the hospital he could give 
no idea as to how he was hurt and no one

The injured man states that the last 
thing he remembers before becoming ul- 
conscious was sitting inside of a passen- 
ger coach on the Southern passenger 
train, due in Atlanta at 7:4 o'clock from 
Chattanooga.

REPARATIONS for the reception 
p of General William Booth, com- 
mander of the forces of the Salva- 
tion Army throughout the w¥rld, are now 
occupying the attention of the local divi- 


sion. The aged and distinguished leader 


ls now on a tour of the west and will 
commence his southern campaign in this 
city on February 5. He will reach here 
in the morning and establish headquar- 
ters at the Piedmont hotel. The day will 
be passed in consultation with the loca! 
subordinate officers. The general will 


also receive citizen visitors throughout, 


the day. At 8 o’clock in the evening a 
great rally is to be held in_the Tabernacle 
Baptist church, where the ‘Past, Pres- 
ent and Future of the Salvation Army” 
in its many campaigns will be the subject 
of an address by Genera] Booth. 

Adjutant Dodd, of the local division, re- 
turned from Cleveland yesterday, where 


fhe has been in consultation with Generai 


Booth regarding his southern campaign. 
it is the purpose of the army to greatly 
Strengthen tha posts in this section of 


the country. Adjutant Dodd says that an 
effort is to be made to ehlarge the work 
in this city. If it is found practical new 
barracks will be secured in Atlanta, as 
it- is the aesire of the army to accupy

General Booth will be accompanied by a 
distinguished number of his aides, includ- 
ing Commander and Mrs. Booth-Tucker. 
The ceremonies at the Baptist Tabernacle 
church will be both elaborate and inter- 
esting. Special music will be provided for 
the occasion. Tickets for the great rally 
may be secured at Miller's book store on 
Marietta street.

These were the 
bases of many New England fortunes 
now being used for generous purposes. 
We are inclined to say let charity have 
what it can get. The more sinful the 
channel through which fortunes have come 
the better it is that it should now be di- 
verted to good uses. Luther said it was 
folly to let the devil have all the good 
tunes. That is good doctrine.’ “God sent 
it, but the devil brought it,” has good 
foundation. But I dident know that the 
cradle of American liberty was built with 
money made in the cradle of American 
slavery. Appleton says that prior to 1776 
New England had brought from Africa 
over 300,000 slaves and sold them further 
south, and for awhile they were in such 
demand that the negro traders in Massa- 
chusetts seized and sold the young In- 
dilans who had strayed too far from their 
wigwams and they actually stole and car- 
ried away and sold the son of King 
Philip, an Indian chief, who was at peace 
with the whites. But what would not a 
people do who would burn or drown wom- 
en as witches as they aid at Salem? 

My ‘friend from Oregon seems anxious 
to handle my-book and sell it, but insists 
that I shall] make more proof that Gen- 
eral Grant was a slave owner and hired 
them out unti) the surrender. I referred 
Grant's biography, written by 
General James Grant Wilson, who was 
chosen by Grant to write it. If his peo- 
ple will not believe him, neither would 
they believe if one rose from the dead. 
The trouble is that most of his people 
are either foreigners or of foreign birth 
and dont know anything of American his- 
tory. The truth is our own people are 
profoundly ignorant of the history of their 
fathers and forefathers. Not one in a 
hundred know that Georgia wae the first 


| State that prohibited the African slave 


England abolished slavery 
but continued the importation from Afri- 
ca on the sly until i8l. Our people 
bought them because they were profitable 
in the cotton ‘fields and in the culture of 
rice and sugar cane. For twenty years 
before the war our best people wished to 
abolish slavery, not as an act of hu- 
manity, but beeause they were increasing 
so fast and were in the way of poor 
white men and were demoralizing to the 
sons of the rich and their amalgamation 
with the whites was a visible curse in 
many families. And so Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin, our chief justice, began a cor- 
respondence with Henry Clay abeut his 
scheme of gradual emancipation. My 
father and many others cooperated with 
the plan, but the malignant threats of the 
abolitionists smothered it in its birth. The 
other day I had a social call from some 
northern gentlemen and as the subject 
of the war incidentally came up a solid 
veteran happened to mention something 
about Fremont and said he knew him 
very well, for he was the first man he 
ever voted for and that he served under 
him during the war. Well, said I, do you 
know where he was born? No, he did not 
—up north somewhere. “No,” said I, 
‘“Hle was a Georgian—born in Savannag, 
educated in Charleston. His father was 
a Frenchman, his mother a Virginia lady. 
The boy was a fine scholar, but unruly 
and disobedient. Became a tutor in 
mathematics, was appointed leutenant 
of engineers and with Nicolas Nicolet 
made a topographical survey of Cherokee, 
Georgia, in 1838, the first that ever was 
made. 

My nofthern friend was amazed. No. we 
dont know very much until we get too 
old to make our knowledge useful. Fre- 
mont was a very remarkable man. As an 
explorer he never had an equal on this 
continent, not even Lewis and Clark, nor 
Kearney compassed half the territory nor 
endured half the perils that he did. When 
his men died or deserted him he got more. 
When his Indian guides refused to go far- 
ther he went on without them. He was 
called the Pathfinder because he found 
new paths. He was too restless to wait 
for orders, but, like Andrew Jackson, just 
went ahead. He ascended the highest 
peak of the Rocky mountains. It is named 
Fremont’s peak and is 15,500 feet high. 
He quarreled with Phil Kearney and 
Kearney had him arrested and sent to 
Washington, where he was tried and 
found guilty, but President Polk pardoned 
him. Soon after thfs numerous friends 
began to groom him as a candidate for 
president. He accepted on the abolition 
platform and was beaten. When our civil 
War came on he was made a brigadier

General Grant pad and everybody el¥e 
who lived there and owned slaves, so he 
was reported to Mr. Lincoln, who an- 
nulled his proclamation and ordered him 
to Washington. He was offered other 
commands, but refused them and retired 
from active service. After the war hé 
concluded to build a railroad from Tex- 
arkana to El Paso and got the state of 


| Texas to give him a liberal grant of jJand 


along the entire route of 800 miles. He 
went to Paris with this grant and agreed 
to «¢ back and issue bonds on it and 
get the United States government to in- 
dorse the bonds. He got the money and 
built the road, but failed to get the United 
States government to indorse the bonds. 
The French bondholers never found this 
out until their meney was all spent. Then 
they had him arrésted and bound over to 
court to be tried for the fraud. When 
the court came on he did not appear, but 
forfeited his bond. How {ft wag finally 
settled the record does not tell. Tle was 
a wonderful man and never got tired of 
the excitement that nourished him. and 
his wife stuck all the closer to him dur- 
ing his trials. She was a wonderful wom- 
an, and was beloved and admired by all 
who knew her. Chauncey Depew said he 
knew of one school where twenty-seven 
girls were named for her. 

On the whole I am obliged to admire 
Fremont’s character and he was a Geor- 
gian.

GLENN KILLED, 
‘BUT LEGALLY 


That Is Believed To Be Find- 
ing of Court Martial in 
His Case, 


Manila, January 2%.—The arguments in 
the trial by court martial of Major Ed- 
win F. Glenn, of the Fifth infantry, 
charged with unlawfully killing prisoners 
of war, were heard today and the court 
submitted a verdict which was believed 
to be an acquittal, although the finding 
was not announced. 

Major Glenn read an extended argu- 


ment, devoted to conditions in the island - 


of Samar, and justification of the meas- 
ures taken to end the insurrection. He 
quoted many precedents and authorities. 

Major Waltz read the argument, which 
counsel for the defence had jointly pre 
pared, contending that the men killed in 
Samdr were not prisoners of war, and 
that they were not executeq by order of 
Major Glenn. 

Major Goodier, of the prosecution, as- 
Serted that Major Glenn was responsible 
for the execution of the guides; He dis- 
credited the testimony of the civilian 
Scouts to the effect that the guides were 
killed while attempting to escape and 
argued that Major Glenn exceeded his 
rights when he forced natives to act 
first ag peace envoys and then as guides. 
Major Goodier also asserted that the 
United States was not willing to force an 
enemy under threat of death to do what 
it forbade its own officers doing under 
pain of death, and claimed that Major 
Glenn had, by mistake, selected men to 
act as guides who did not know the loca- 
tion of the enemy. 


NO $40,000,000 
FOR THE TISONS 


Hopes of Americans for the 
Colossal Fortune Have 
Vanished. 


New York, January 24.—Hopes of the 
American Tisons for a share in an es- 
tate of $40,000,000, left by James Tison, an 
Australian miner, have been dissipated 
as the result of a thorough investigation. 
J. Wesley Allison, of Philadelphia,. who 
married a Miss Tison, retained eapable 
lawyers to investigate the matter and op- 
tained documentary evidence showing 
that none of the Tisons in this country or 
England need expect any of the James 
Tison property in Australia, as it was 
given to his heirs shortly after his death 
in .1898. 

Seores of persons in Long Island, New 
Jersey, Ohio and other parts of the coun- 
try have, at various times, endeavored 
to establish their rights to the fortune. 
Members of a John Tison family in New 
Jersey, claimed the estate in 1899; then 
Dr. L. B. Tison and his sister, of Kenton, 
Ohio, were named as the next of kin to 
the millionaire.

Anpaling Picture of Condition 
in North Sweden, 


King Oscar’s Arctic Subjects Are in 
a State of Complete Destitution. 
Authorities Are at Work 
To Relieve the Suf- 
fering People. 


Special Cable. 

Gellivare, North Sweden, January 24— 
Eight days in the heart of famine- 
stricken north Sweden, across a deso- 
late, frozen country, accessible only by 
means of sledges, confirms the reports 
sent a week ago by a correspondent as 
to the critical conditions that confront 
the peasants of those high latitudes. 

In certain districts King Oscar's arctic 
subjects are in a state that borders on 
complete destitution. The most pitiful 
conditions were found at every point 
Visited. Only th® most meagre relief 
supplies, which have temporarily ceased 
in certain districts, stand between the 
peasants and starvation. Were the re- 
lief services to slacken for any consider- 
able number of days during the next six 
months it is hard to conceive how thou- 
sands of Whman beings and cattle could 
escape death from hunger. Even now 
they are subsisting on less than half the 
regulation rations of famine times. 

This description of the situation is 
based on personal inspection of typical 
districts and is indorsed by government 
Officials, papers, school teachers, inn- 
keepers and others in hourly contact 
with the widespread misery. Such au- 
thorities vigorously condemn the action 
of the saw mill companies in forcing 


the famine sufferers to work for beggarly 


wages and then propagating the fiction 
that their condition has been grossly 
exaggerated. 

At present the problem that is giving 
the relief authorities most concern is 
the need for securing sufficient seed 
grain—principally barley—in order to en- 
able the ruined farmers to sow new 
crops. Only a small percentage is re- 
quired. Six hundred thousand bushels 
are in sight. If there is any American 
grain grown far enough north to ripen 
in the Swedish high altitudes the govern- 
ment will import it,

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PRISONERS OIE 
WHILE ON MARCH 


Scene of Siberian Cruelty En- 
acled in North Carolina, 


Convicts Are Marched Twenty-eight 
Miles Over Rough and Frozen 
Roads—One Drops Out of 
Line Dead, Another Dies 
Shortly After. 


Raleigh, N, C., January 24.—(Special.)— 
What appears to have been a truly 
Siberian scene of convict cruelty oc- 
curred near this place yesterday when 
180 convicts were marched 28 miles across 
a rough country over heavy frozen roads 
during bitter weather—the 
mareh resulitng in the death of two of

the prisoners. 
The march of the convicts was made 


from Mitchell county, where a’ railroad 
is in the course of construction by 350

For some reason the train which was to 
carry them from Marion to the peniten- 
tiary was delayéd fifteen hours. 

It was a pitiful and intensely hu- 
man sight to see the convicts as they 
tried to relieve each other of their 
sufferings. There is considerable criti- 
eism here upon the action of the author- 
ities for allowing the suffering among 
the men. 

The work on the railroad with convicts 
wil not be taken up again till the cold 
weather breaks.

CITY MUST SHOW CAUSE FOR 
ALLEGED NON-COLLECTION 


Amount of Money Involved Reaches 
thes Sum of $205,327.80—Bill 
Says City Has Failed To 
Levy Tax on Certain 
Property. 


It is held that the Atlanta Gas Light 
Company is due the city of Atlanta $206,- 
327.80 unpaid taxes since 1856, in a Dili 
which has been filed in Judge Lumpkin’s 
court, and according to the mandamus 
nisi, which Judge Lumpkin has signed, 
Atlanta must show cause before him 
March 7 why, if the allegations in the 
bill arue true, the city has not collected 
this amount in taxes from the gas com- 
pany. 


J. I. Smith, who says he fs a “citizen | 


and a taxpayer,” filed the bill, through 
his attorneys, Lumpkin & Boykin. The 
bill is a lengthy document, covering 2 
number of typewritten pages, and it goes 
into minute details to show that the main 
allegations are true. 


The bill sets forth that the city illegal- | 
ly exempted’ the company from the pay- | 


ment of taxes upon certain portions of 


the property up to 1890, and that since | 
that time the mayor and general coun- | 
cil have wrongfully and without author. | 


ity, and in plain violation of their official 
duties, failed to levy any tax on certain 
properties which do not come under tlc 
exemption. 

From the organization of the company 
till 1887, it Is alleged, the city owned a 
two-fifths interest in the property, and, 
consequently, would be Hable for that pro- 
protion of the taxes, but since 1587 the 
city has owned no interest in the works. 

The petition claims that a large por- 
tion of the properties of the company is 
not used for the manufacture of gas, such 
as stocks, bonds, notes and other taxc- 
ble property, and gives for each year, 
from 1881 to 1902, the alleged value of 
these properties.

HOW TO USE FERT.LI/ERS. 


Concentrated fertilizers, a term which 
includes all commercial fertilizers, fertil- 
izing ingredients and mixtures of the 
latter made at home, are intended pri- 
marily to feed the immediate crop to be 
grown on the land to which they may be 
applied. 

I‘or this reason it is the usual practice 
of the best farmers to apply such fertil- 
izers in the hill or drill, to all e¢rops 
that are grown in hills or drills. The ob- 
ject is not to make the soil itself: rich, 
or to permanently improve its productive 
capacity, but to supply the crop already 
growing, or shortly to commence grow- 
ing, with more or less readily soluble and 
available plant food. Carefully conducted 
experiments by painstaking investigators 
and experimenters have resulted in prov-

AAND OTHER REPORTERS 


The announcement of the death of Ju- 
lian Ralph, the well known journalist and 
literateur, recalls and suggests so many 
points of interest connected with his pro- 
fession that I am tempted to give the man 
and his work something more than a pass- 
ing mention. 

Julian Ralph was classed with the 
younger generation, though he was 50 
years old at the time of his death. 
bright, enthusiastic and in love with his 
profession, he was one of those rare 
men of thought and action who are a!- 
ways young. 

He made books and newspapers his use- 
ful tocls, making himself their master, 
instead of their slave, albeit he never 
underrated their value as the most poten- 
thal factors of his education. His practi- 
cal common sense was happily blenued 
with a lively imagination, and his versa- 
tility’ was’ such that he was ready at 
any time to grind out editorials at the 
desk; write literary essays and sketches; 
turn out a brilliant book, or mingle with 
men of «affairs, and by way of diversion 
become a rough rider in a South African 
war, daghing off graphic letters from the 
front during an ocasional lull on the fir- 
ing line.

Like many writers of his class, he waa, 
from first to last, essentially a report- 
er. 

This fact makes his views in regard 
to the great art of newspaper reporting 
of exceptional interest, and they should 
be thoughtfully considered by all younz 
journalists who are seeking the shortest 
and surest road to success, , 

His central idea; as set forth in sev- 
eral articles on the subject in The Sat- 
urday Evening Post, some two or threo 
years ago, is that the reporter is the 
livest, most interesting and most power- 
ful figure in newspaperdom, but he can- 
not become so by simply gathering and 
presenting the news of the day in an ac- 
curate shape. 

At first this is rather a startling view, 
but when elaborated by Ralph it is thor- 
oughly reasonable. 
says, is the keynote in the highest type 
of successful reporting. The ordinary run 
of news, narrated in a mechanically cor- 
rect fashion, will never win distinction 
for a writer, and never bring him a large 
salary. Any youth with a common schoo! 
education and average intelligence can 
soon be trained to report a murder trial, 
but his story is soon forgotten. The 
facts are there, but something ts lack- 
ing, and the reader throws the paper 
aside without having his emotions stir- 
red in the slightest degree. 


But at the same trial sits a reporter 


With the true gift—an Amos Cummings, 
for instance—watching every face in the 
court room, and noting the manner, tone 
and expressian of each witness, as well 
as the demeanor, at a high crisis, of the 
defendant, who is, I will say, by way of il- 
lustration, the man who was charged 
With the sensational murder of Editor 
Dawson, in Charleston, a few vears ago. 


In such a case Cummings was at his 


best, and he was a power. He was a 
man of no culture, no regular journalist- 
ic training, but he was in touch with his 
fellow-men. He knew a point of genuine 
human ititerest when it came up, and he 
never failed to make the most of it. 

From Maine to Texas readers gave the 
preference to one’of Cummings’ apparenit- 
ly sketchy reports, though it had fewer 
details than some of the other accounts 
of the same matter

THE PRESIDENT AND THE SOUTH, = 


From Collier’s Weekly. 

The uproar raised in the south by the 
president’s appointment of Dr. Crum and 
his suspension of the postoffice at In- 
dianola, and the criticisms heard in the 
north, must have convinced the adminis- 
tration by this time that it has made a 
mistake in policy. 

However spirited these acts may be, 
and however much they display Mr. 
Roosevelt's political gallantry, they have 
met with no favor from sober-minded 
men in the south and with very little 
from the same class in the north. The 
general opinion, so far as we have been 
able to follow it, seems to be that, in an 
attempt to perform a generous and high- 
principled act, the president has injured 
the negroes of the south much more than 
he has helped them. 

His troubles in dealing with this matter 
have arisen apparently from his inability 
to appreciate the depth and intensity of 
the race antagonism. He has always 
lived in communities where negroes were 
few in number. Personally he would have 
no objection to sitting down at table 
with a black man, much less to buying 
stamps from him or paying customs du- 
ties to him. He was amazed at the indig- 
nation of the southern people when he 
had Booker Washington as a guest al 
the white house. He could not under- 
stand it. Why should any one object 
to his entertaining this able and courte- 
ous gentleman? He sought enlightenment 
from friendly southern men, and they all 
told him the same thing. 

But, like most men, the president finds 
trouble in understanding a state of pub- 
lic sentiment that he cannot feel. And 
so he has, as his best friends concede, 
blundered into an unfortunate attitude to- 
ward a iarge section of the country. Tne 
race antipathies in the south are not 
to be softened by giving the negores 
momentarily political advantages. Men 
like Professor Washington, and other 
leaders and friends of the race, can see 
only one hope of relief from the gloom- 
fest problem that. now confronts this 
country, and that is a slow reconciliation 
by means of educational and industrial 
improvement. 

Political advancement for individual ne- 
groes is only an irritant. The negroes 
are in more danger from mob violence 
now than they were before these ap- 
pointments were made, for the voice of 
the conservative and merciful southern 
man is silenced. The advocates of the 
president's course must ask themselves, 
is he justified, on either theoretical or 
practical grounds, in seiecting public ser- 
vants for the south against whom a large 
part of the community entertains the bDit- 
terest objectiqns? 

Would he appoint as collector of the 
port of Boston a man whom half the peo- 
ple of Boston actively dislikéd? 

It seems to us he has dealt with a con- 
dition deeply rooted in passion as if he 
‘were treating a mere childish whim which 
a little sharp discipline would cure. 

The foregoing editorial in Collier's Week- 
ly was accompanied by the lollowing ar- 
ticle from the pen of Walter Weiiman, the 
well Known Wastington correspondent, 
Mr. Weillman’s articie follows: 

President Roosevelt is having more 
than his fair ghare of troubie with the 
south. Every tew days some occurrence 
adds to the strain of the feeling which 
the people of the southern states enter- 
tain for the present administration. So 
far as his relations with the southern 
people are concerned, Mr. Roosevelt 
started well. When he was called to of- 
fice they warmiy welcomed him. They 
admired his character, and were not 


the same reasons he would not, if he 
knew it, permit northern senators or rep. 
resentatives to proscribe certain clasgeg 
of citizens from the possibility of secur. 
ing government employment. 

When it comes to southern appotne. 


ments, the president avers that he trieg 
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to enforce ihe same principles and no 
other. His first aim in making appoint- 
ments in that section, he says, is to se. 
cure good fit men. He naturally prefers 
republicans, as it is his duty to do as the 
official head of the party. But in cases 
where it has been impossible to Secure 
wholiy fit republicans, he has appointed 
southern domocrats. When he finds a 
man who is competent in every way, and 
whose appointment would be for the good 
of the service and eminently satisfactory 
to the people if the man’s skin were 
white, he says it is beneath his dignity 
and derogatory to his self-respect and 
his respect for his office to refuse to ap- 
point that man upon no other ground 
than that his skin happens to be black. 
The president makes no concealment of 
the obvious fact, that with him it fs a 
matter of principle. He regrets to be 
compelled, even in an occasional instance, 
to go contrary to the sentiment of the 
southern people, or a large part of them, 
but he cannot consent to be guided by 
objections to possible appointees when 
those objections relate solely to the eolor 
of the men and not to their efficiency, 
character or reputability. 

It is not surprising that a president who 
holds these views, and is willing to stand 
by them, should get into trouble with 
the people of the south. The principles 
which the president holds so dear are di- 
rectly antazgonistic to the traditions and 
beliefs of the southern whites. Hence it 
was quite natural that two notable inel- 
dents should occur to illustrate the radi- 
cal differences of opinion between the 
president and the seuthern people. These 
incidents are still attracting a vast amount 
of attention, in tke north as well as the 
south. Acting upon the advice of a friend 
in whose judgment he had perfect confi- 
dence, the president named W. D. Crum, 
a negro and a physician, to be collector 
of the port of Charleston, 8S. C. 


The Appointment of Dr. Crum. 

In the Crum appointment the president 
seriously offended the people of the south. 
They declare that their feelings, their 
prejudices and their traditions are enti- 
tled to some consideration. gThey are as 
frank as the president. They object to 
Dr. Crum because he is a negro, and for 
no other reason. Why they object to 
negroes as federal officials is a long story, 
involved in the whole social problem of 
the south. There is such a problem—a 
race problem—among them, and they are 
dealing with it in their own way. It is 
a home question, which must be met at 
home. They can’t permit the north to fix 
their social standards for them, any 
more than the north would permit the 
south to fix theirs. Growing out of this 
social problem are certain prejudices, 
traditions and principles. They are fixed 
and certain. They can’t be changed or 
molded from without, and no one from 
without has any right to attempt to do 
so. The serious complaint which the 
southern whites make against President 
Roosevelt is that he enters their section 
with the power of his office and attempts 
to override their principles and ideas and 
force his own upon them; and that, they 
stowtly declare, is not a proper function 
of the president of a common country. 

In reply to the president’s declaration 
that he will not refuse to appoint a man 
simply because he is black, the people of 
South Carolina charge that Dr. Crum 
was appointed for no other reason than 
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"there is a long pull, a hard pull | | 
ter.” t e him, he has fame that he Is black, In other words, they 
say Crum was chosen for political rea- 
sons, and that the appointment is ex- ¢ 
pected to take care of the South Carolina 
delegation to the republican national con- 
vention of next year. Some of the best 
men in the south, warm friends of the 
president hold the appointment of col- 
ored men to federal office is‘a mistake. 
and instead of a help to the negroes is 
a positive injury to the race. It stirs up 
the race question and adds to the bitter- 
ness of feeling. The friends of the pres- 
ident deny that Dr. Crum was appointed 
because he is a negro and for political 
purposes. They declare that of all the 
candidates for the place he had the best 
qualifications, and was appointed on that 
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. Swine or eee Te ey backward in saying so. His speeches 
pleased them, as his military service in 
the Spanish-American war had done. 
Some of his earliest southern appoint- 
ments were of democrats .The first in-. 
cident to break the popularity of the 
new president in the south was the 
Booker Washington dinner at the white 
house—an event which to northern men 
seems trivial, and which one would have 
to live in the south to fully understand. 
From that day to this the president has 
been most of the time in more or less 
hot water over southern appointments 
and southern episodes. It is well known

Address of President London 


Recrimination. 


COUNCILMEN STUNG 
BY LONDON’S WORDS 


He Called Them Bankrupts and Pro- 
fessional Politicians—Denuncia- 
tion May Bring Interesting 
Developments in City 
Politics.

Boston, January 22.—(Special Coipespon- 
dence.)—President W. H. Lincoln, of the 
chamber of commerce, has stirred up 
something in the nature of a hornet’s 
nest by his outspoken denunciation of 
the Boston city counci] as a body the 
very reverse of what it should be and 
its members are in return saying some 
very uncomplimentary things concerning 
Mr. Lincoln. His statement that many of 
them are bankrupt and have no other 
means of livelihood than politics, and 
those of a very cheap grade, evidently 
Stung, for several of the members are 
already out with replies in which there 
is much Jess argument than abuse of Mr. 
Lincoln. 

In his speech at the annual] meeting of 
the chamber of commerce Mr. Lincoln in- 
timated pretty Mlearly that the business 
interests of the city were suffering at the 
hands of the city council. 

“Mayor Collins is a most worthy citizen 
and a good mayor,’ said Mr. Lincoln, 
“but his warnings and protests are en- 
tirely disregarded. Recent events have 
revealed to us the character and disposi- 
tion of our present city government, 
Politicians, bankrupt in morals as well 
as in pocket, have obtained control and 
by dishonorable and corrupt methods are 
enabled to carry out their schemes for 
their personal benefit at the expense of 
the tax payers.”’ 

Mr. Lincoln alluded to the fraudulent 
purchases of land, the enormous bills for 
carriage hire and other items against the 
city fathers and concluded by an earnest 
exhortation to the members of the cham- 
ber to take their coats off and work for ua 
better city government. 

Naturally the denunciation of the city 
council has caused something of a sensa- 
tion among the politicians, for Mr. Lin- 
coln is a conservative citizen and has not 
previously been regarded as a sensa- 
tionalist. With a municipal election com- 
ing on this year, there are those who see 
in the address the beginning of a citizens’ 


the city government out of politics. No 
formal steps to the organization of such 
a movement have yet been taken and it 
is likely ‘that the matter will be allowed 
has been pretty well surveyed and the 
chances of success canvassed.

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TOPICS OF LIVE INTEREST 
IN GREATER NEW YORK 


New York, January 24.—One of the most 
interesting recent incklents of literary 
life in the metropolis was the presenta- 
tion the ather day, by Richard Henry 
b-edlard, the poet, of his literary and 
artistic treasures to the Authors’ Club. 

These treasures represent the collection 
of an unusually long literary life-time, 
and some of them are of great value, be- 
cause of the source from which Mr. Stod- 
dard gathered them, regardless of hig 
own connections with them. 

They are links, so to speak, between 
the giants in letters who were in their 
prime when Mr. Stoddard was heginning 
and the writers of today, so many of 
whose names appear on the roster of the 
organization whose headquarters the col- 
lection will henceforth decorate. 

Mr. Stoddard is himself one of the most 
interesting figures of these times, 

It is hardly correct to regard him as of 
the same grade as Longfellow and 
Bryant, Whittier and all the others with 
whom, in his younger days, he was on 
terms of tamiliarity, but he is imbued 
with the same spirit that animated them: 
the trace of modernity is not found in 
anything that he writes or has written. 
He is an embodied memory, so te speak, 
of what has been termed the golden age 
of American literature. 

The circumstance that he was a con- 
temporary of these mery has impressed 
many with the notion that he is a very 
old man. Well, that depends upom how 
you look at it. Mr. Stoddard was born 
in 1825, and’ so is 78 years old. Truly he is 
no longer young, but many men, eminent 
in letters and art and public life, have 
lived years beyond 78. His friends hope 
that he may still be active for vears to 
come. . 


The poet's great ang life-long regret 
has been his lack of classical training. 
for, contrary to what might be supposed 
from the reading of his books, he had no 
“education” from the schoolman’s point 
of view, and though he has written on 
more than one Oriental and European 
topic, he has never been outside America, 

His father and his father and his father, 
too, were sea captains. For some reason 
Richard Henry decided not to follow the 
ocean blue, but came to New York when 
a lad. Here he managed to get through 
the public schools, but after finishing 


'with them he went into an iron foundry 


for further training, instead of a college. 
Hiow he got into literature is too lovug a 
story to tell here. 

His treasures, mentioned above, I may 
say, at the risk of duplicating informa- 
tion already laid before you in the dis- 
patches, include a lock of Milton's hair, 
nu note in Thackeray's handwriting, the 
last letter ever written by William Cullen 
Bryant, etc. 


The Authors’ Club 1s not a half bad 
thing in its way, even if it was brought 


into being through pique. The story of 


'*ts genesis is something like this: 


There is in the town a social organiza- 
known as the Century Association. 
Its membership is made up largely of 
writers, artists, editors and publishers. 
Its rolls are always full, with many ap- 
plicants waiting. Some years ago one or 
two writers were refused membership 
in the Century. Whether because the 
members already in didn't like them or 
not doesn’t matter; the result was the 
same: The excluded ones declared the 
Century an exclusive, aristocratic, pig- 
gish,. stuck-up, high-backed, short-sight- 
ed, hide-bound, un-American institution 
and forthwith planned a club that would 
of a surety accept them as members, 
since'hey would be its founders. 

To settle for once and for all the status 
of those not founders who should be 
eligible to memberMip, the name Au- 
thors’ Club- was chosen, with an explana- 
tory phrase in the constitution or by- 
laws or something, to the effect that in 
the lexicon of the club “authors” meant 
men who had written books (bound in 
boards or leather; no paper backs or 
serial stories counted) of a_ distinctly 
literary character. 

Then, though some of the most suc-

{seventies The Independent was a power 


in deed and in truth. It was then of 
eight great blanket pages in form, its 
character was semi-religious and its ei- 
tor for a long time was Henry Ward 
seecher. He was followed by Theodcra 
Tilton, then eonsidered ‘‘the best and 
most accomplished editor living.’’ 

The very name of Bowen, coupled with 
that of Henry C. Bowen's rmewspaper, 
Suggests the whole Beecher-Tilton trag- 
edy. an episode that could not possibly 
come into the scheme of twentieth cen- 
tury American life. No men of the class 
in which Beecher, Bowen, Tilton and 
their like dominated and through their 
class exerted a tremendous influence cn 
the eatire country and so on the whole 
world could now become of any such !In- 
portance as they achieved 

The declination of their star brought 
about by the women—VictoM%a Woodhull 
and her sister, .Tennessee Clafilin—gave 
the whole social, moral and financial 
structure of the republic a mighty severe 
jolt, but when it was all over the atmos- 
phere was mightily clarified. It is in- 
teresting to note that only one of the 
participants in the trouble—Theodore 
Tilton—was entirely wiped out. Mr. 
Beecher recovered himself in marked de- 
gree after the close of his trial and the 
verdict that he and Mrs. Tilton had done 
no real wrong. Mr. Bowen's newspaper, 
though shorn of its pristine glory and 
power, is still running and the profits 
from its publication yielded a fortune.

OLUMBUS, GA., January 24.—(Spe-

ASCENDS DOME 


Hundreds of People Watch 
Figure Climbing Capitol 
Top. 


Hundreds of pedestrians and those wao 
ive near the state capitol loéked yester- 
lay with awe and wonder at the figure 
if “Steeple Jack,’’ who is making re- 
pairs and renovating the done of the big 
structure, 

Before any work could be done ft was 
fecessary to climb to the base of tne 
statue and fasten a:line there. This peril- 
us undertaking was accomplished yes- 
terday afternoon... The feat, according to 
“Steeple Jack,” was one of tae most dif- 
ficult and dangerous he has ever 4al- 
tempted and was’‘accomplished by pro- 
lecting a 15-foot Jadder out of the upper 
window, securely Jashed to.a cross-beam 
on the inside of the upper dome. This 
ladder, owing to ‘the ‘yotuhdity of the 
structure, leaned outward ‘fat an angle of 
about ‘twenty-five. degrees. and was un- 
supported at the top. Carefully ascend- 
ing this he reacned for and pulled him- 
self up onto the narrow ledge, where, 
with a foothold of omly 4\inches he pulied 
up another 20-foot ladder, lashed it to 
the other, and in ‘this manner: waa able 
to climb to tae base of the statue and 
make fast his 3-8 manila line, 

Attaching his boatswain’s chair to this 
line, which is no thicker than a lead 
pencil, and is hardly visible from the 
ground, he walked half way around tae 
dome as unconcerned and as easily as a 
fy upon a ceiling. Seated in his chair 
he leans outward and wajks naturally 
or even runs around the dome in a few 
seconds if his work calls for it, or he 
feels disposed to cut any antics for the 
amusement of the spectators below. 

Some day this week, when he beging 
repairs on tae statue, “Steeple Jack” has 
promised to given an exhibition from the 
read of the colossal figure, at which 
time all will have an opportunity to wit 
ness his daring and inimitable feats in 
balancing.

Use Is Made of Newly Enacted Law 
for the First Time 
Yesterday. 

Secretary of State Phil Cook granted 


of the Georgia Home Insurance Compary 
of Columbus. This charter was granted 
by the legislature some. years ago. 

Up to a short time ago the secretary 
of state had power to grant amendments 
to charters granted by the legislature 
cnly where scme adéition was to he 
mage to the business of the company in- 
corporated. A law passed at the last 
session, hcwever, gave him the authority 
to grant amendments which strike out 
certain features from charters which 
were granted by the general assembly. 

it was under this new law that Secre- 
tary Cook yestegday granted the amerd- 
went striking out of the company’s char- 
ter the right to do a marine insurance 
Lusiness. The reason for this is the 
company expects to go .:nto New York 
state to do business, and there the tax 
on marine insurance companies is high. 
By removing the marine insurance fea- 
ture from the charter the company will 
be relieved. from the peyment of the 
tax. It has never done any of this line 
of business, and loses nothing by remoy- 
ing the feature from the charter. 


BANKER WHO BROKE FAITH 
STABBED BY BONDER 


Special Cabl ght, 1903. 

Moscow, January 24.—A banker named 
Bkobmaros has just been assassinated 
because he failed to keep faith with ban- 
dits whe captured him and exacted a ran 
som of $15,000. As he was coming out of 
church after services he was stabbed five 
times by a Persian, who escaped. 

The banker was captured last summer 
while on a pleasure trip in the Caucasian 
mountains. 
was released upon his oath never to in- 
form against any of the party. He did 
not consider the oath binding, since it 
was exacted under threats of death, and 
informed the police.

Brack- 
ett, Brown and Elsberg. refused to vote 
for Platt on the ground of his incompe- 
tency. 


Two Senatorial Deadlocks. 

Both Delaware and Colorado have fail- 
ed in their efforts to fill senatorial vacan- 
cies. On Tuesday the balloting in the 
Delaware legislature showed 21 votes for 
Addicks, which was 6 short of the major- 
ity. The democratic offer to combine with 
the republicans on condition of electing 
one democrat and one republican was not 
accepted by the regular republican fac- 
tion. 

The Colorado legislature has got into 
an intricate legal tangle owing to the 
adjournment of the house Wednesday, af- 
ter it had unseated democrats in order to 
prevent the election of Teller. The house 
democrats then met the senate in joint 
session, but only 45 votes were cast for 
Teller. Lieutenent Governor Haggott pre- 
sided over the republican senators, while 
the democratic senators carried on a sep- 
arate organization. Tuesday's ballot had 
resulted in 50 votes for Teller, one short of 
election. Democrats were in possession of 
the senate chamber.

Lynch Treason Trial Begun. 

The trial of Colonel Arthur. Lynch, 
member of parliament, on the charge of 
treagon by ating the king’s enemies dur- 
ing the Boer war, was begun at London 
Wednesday. This being the first British 
treason trial in over sixty years, it at- 
tracted unusual attention. 


Fired on Venezuelan Forts. 

Three German war vessels, the Panther, 
Vineta and Falke, made a second attack 
on the San Carlos fort near the entrance 
to Maracaibo harbor, Wednesday morn- 
ing. As on the 17th, when the guns of 
this fort compelled the Panther to re- 
treat. so the German fire was returned 
on Wednesday. Considerable damage was 
done to the village of San Carlos and the 
German ships entered Lake Maricaibo 
to enforce the blockade. 


Russia Has a Surplus. 

The Russian budget for 19938 shows a 
surplus of $8,000,000 over regular expendi- 
tures amounting to $940,000,000. Extra rail- 
road expenditures will amount to over 
$80,000,000.

Canal Commission’s Cost. 


A statement of the expenditures of the 
Walker Isthmian canal commission, fur- 
nished by Secrétary of State Hay to the 
senate on request, gives the total amount 
as $1,036,481, of which nearly $240,000 was 
for salaries and traveling expenses. Each 
of the nine commissioners was allowed 
$1.000,a month with traveling and inci- 
dental expenses added. 


Biggest Gun a Success. 

The targest gun in the world, tne 16- 
inch rifle built recently by the govern- 
ment at a cost of $200,000, was tested at 
the Sandy Hook proving ground January 
17, and was found to be entirely success- 
ful, giving almost the exact velocity and 
pressure expected without damaging tiie 
gun in the least. A charge of 640 pounds 
of smokeless powder sent a 2,400 pound 
projectile 20 miles, giving it a velocity of 
2306 feet a second and a pressure of 38,000 
pounds to the square inch.

SCIENTIFIC. 


A Cure for Hay Fever. 

Professor William Dunbar, head of the 
Hygienic institute at Hamburg, a native 
of St. Paul, Minn., announces that he 
has discovered a cure for hay fever. He 
says the disease is caused by the pollens 
of grasses and can be cured by a toxine 
made of serum taken from rabbits which 
is obtained by inoculating the animals 
with poiscn extracted from the pollens. 
The patient remains indoors from six to 
eight weeks with closed windows while 
being treated with the serum. It affects 
only those afflicted with hay fever. 


Largest Animal Tusks. 

M. F. Moran, postmaster of Keenwailk, 
200 miles northeast of “Nome, Alaska, has 
found the largest pair of animal tusks 
on record. They are 22 feet long and 
weigh 168 and 172 pounds, respectively. 
They will be forwarded to the Smith- 
sonian institute. 

Scientists To Meet in Africa. 


It is announced that the next meeting

1 vancement of Science will be held at the

They are then spread to dry and ground 
to a meal. Two tablespoons of the meal 
are put into a glass of water, live grass- 
Noppers are dipped into the fluid and then 
liberated* to spread the disease among 
their kind. 


Rainbow in Clear Sky. 

A perfectly formed rainbow containing 
all the primary colors was observed by 
inhabitants of Norwalk and Akron, Ohio, 
at 9 o'clock last Sunday morning in a 
perfectly cloudless sky. 


More Tests of Formalin. 

The medica! fraternity and the general 
public have followed eagerly the further 
tests of formalin as a specific for blood 
poisoning, announcement of which was 
made by Dr. Barrows, of: New York, re- 
cently. Since last week several other 
cases of hopeless blood poison have been 
treated by Dr. Barrows and with evident 
guccess. Still many others are skeptical. 
Dr. Barrows says that so far it has been 
shown that formalin was a germacide. 
the use of which would Jeave no danger- 
ous results. 


Microbe of Sleeping Sickness. 

Dr. Castellani, an Italian physician pre- 
siding in Uganda, Africa, has annou ced 
his discovery of the microbe of the sleep- 
ing sickness prevalent among the natives 
there. 


Green Electric Light.

More Railroad Accidents. 

During the three months endcd Septem- 
ber 30, 1902, there were 263 persons killed 
and 2.613 injured in train accidents. Ac- 
cidents in irain yards and in entering or 
leaving trains bring the total up to 845 kill- 
ed and 11,162 injured. There were 1,444 col- 
lisicns and 1,014 derailments. 


St. Louis’ Boilers Leaked. 

The American liner St. Louls reached 
New York January 17, after a fourteen 
days’ trip, during which her speed aver- 
agea less than 10 knots, and was greeted 
noisily by the craft in the harbor. Her 
passengers were highly indignant and 
said that the condition of her bollers, 
which caused the delay, was known to 
the company before the vessel left Eng- 
land. Officers of the St. Louis denied this 
and said that at no time was there any 
danger. 


Grounded Ship Afloat.

Conference on Plague. 

Representatives of health authorities of 
twenty states and territories met at 
Washington to consider the subject of 
bubonic plague in the United States. Res- 
olutions declared that the plague existed 
in San Francisco and denounced the Cal- 
ifornia health officers for ‘‘gross neglect 
of duty.’’ Ninety-three cases were re- 
ported from San Francisca, 87 of which 
occurred in Chinatown. Habitual publi- 
cation of actua) facts relative to infec- 
tious diseases was declared to be one of 
the best means of minimizing the danger 
of an epidemic. 


| Cat Contest a Joke. 


The Connecticut Cat Club women have 
explained that the proposed mouse-catch- 
ing contest, which brought forth such a 
sterm of adverse criticism and opposition, 
was a joke planned as an advertising 
dodge. Mayor Leeds, of Stamford, one 
of the chief opponents of the plan, has 
accepted honorary membership in the 
club and entered a cat for the exhibi- 
tion. 


High Wages a Blessing. 

To the International American Customs 
Congress, at New York, Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw said “There is no greater 
blessing to any peoplé than high-priced 
labor. The commercial importance of a 
country is measured by the congumptive 
capacity of its people, and annual income 
is the test of consumptive capacity, and 
annual income is determined by the 
standard of wages."’ 


Women “Society Crazed.” 

In an address before the Unitarian Club 
of Boston, the Rev. Minot J. Savage, 
Unitarian, referred to the women of New 
York as “society crazed’’ and said that 
“there are some thousands of women in 
New York today who, if they can get into 
sociey in this world, are quite willing 
to take their chances as to where they 
will go in the next."” He also said that 
Unitarianism in New York was looked 
down upon as something a little off color, 
not quite respectable. 


LEGAL AND CRIMINAL. 


Western Coal Men Indicted. 

The Chicago grand jury returned a true 
bill against forty-five coal operators and 
retailers doing business in Illinois and 
Indiana, charging conspiracy to do an 
lliegal act injurious to public trade, it 
having been found ‘‘that certain combina- 
tions existed which seemed to be con- 
epiracies in restraint of trade within the 
meaning of the statutes.” 

The grand jury of Toledo, Ohlo, has in- 
dicted the officers of the Toledo coal ex- 
change and forty other persons on the 
charge of maintaining an illegal combine 
to keep up prices of coal. 


Dakota Divorce Invalid. 
The United States supreme court, Mon- 


day, affirmed the decision of the supreme, 


judicial court of Massachusetts that a 
divorce grant®@d in Dakota to a non- 
resident was not valid in other states. 
The decision was rendered in the case of 
Annie Andrews v. Kate Andrews, both 
claiming Charles 8. Andrews as hus- 
band when property was left by the 
father of Andrews to his son's wife. The 
divorced wife won the sult. 


Missouri Briber Convicted. 

Charles B. Kelly, member and ex- 
speaker of the Misseurl house of dele- 
gates, one of several indicted last sum- 
mer for perjury in connection with the 
railroad franchise bribery. was conf¥icted 
at St. Louis, Tuesday, and sent to prison 
for two years, * 


Franchise Tax Law Invalid. 

The appellate division of the New York 
supreme court has decided that the spe- 
cial franchise tax law of 1899 is unconsti- 
tutional, as it takes the power of taxing 
franchises from local boards and gives it 
to a state board, thus violating the 
“home rule’ principle of the state con- 
stitution. The decision admits, however, 
the state’s power to tax franchises under 
the designation of real estate. The case 
in question was that of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company of New York 
city, which had been assessed by the 
state board. The part of the law on 
which this decision was based is that 
which was suggested by Governor Roose- 
velt in 1899. 


Berliner Patent Valid. 


A decision given by the United States 
circuit court of appeals at Boston, in the 
case of the Bell Telephone Company Vv. 
the National Telephone Manufacturing 
Company. involving the Berliner patent 
for a telephone transmitter which had 
been invalidated in the circuit court, 
held the the patent to be valid but or- 
dered a decree for the defendant on the 
ground of non-infringement. 


Motorman Madden Sentenced. 

Euclid Madden, the motorman of the 
car which collided with President Roose- 
velt’s carriage at Pittsfield last August, 
causing the death of William Craig, the 
president's body guard. was sentenced 
to six months in the house of correction 
and to pay a fine of $500. He pleaded 
guilty, reversing his former plea. 


$5,000 for a Voice. 

The New York supreme court has de- 
cided in favor of Miss Emma Dambmann, 
a Baltimore singer who sued the Metro- 
politan Railway Company on accgunt of 
injuries received three years ago while 
alighting from a car and for which she 
is still being treated. The court has 
given her $8,809. amount of doctors’ bills 
and $5,000 for the loss of her voice. The 
case will be appealed. 


Tillman’s Shot Fatal. 

Editor Gonsales died at Columbia, Mon- 
day, from the effects of the wound in- 
flicted By Lieutenant Governor Tillman, 
of South Carolina. The latter remains in 
confinement and hae made no public 
statement. The press of the country has 
condemned the shooting of Gonzales 
without regard to section. Tillman’s term 
of office expired Wednesday.

New York's stperintendent of schools, 
Charles R. Skinner, has departed from 
the policy of his predecessors in the mat- 
ter of Bible reading in schools, To the 
legislature he says this practice will not 
be prohibited as unconstitutional unless 
accompanied by sectarian teaching. The 
charter of New York city provides for 
the reading, which has been carried on 
continuously for seventeen years without 
one objection. Throughout the state it is 
not generally done. 


Teachers’ Leave of Absence.

Commercial Notes. 

A Pennsylvania coal train was held up 
by 200 men, women and children at South 
Danville, Pa., January 17 and four car 
loads of coal taken off.

Illinois Coal Merger. 

The Springfield Coal Mining Company, 
composed of New York capitalists, has 
formed a consolidation of the principal 
mining plants of Illinois. 


Union Jack. for Ship Trust. 

Among other radical changes planned 
by the International Mercantile Marine 
Company, the “ship trust,”’ is the placing 
of several of its steamers under the Brit- 
ish flag. The reason for this change is 
not given, but it is believed to be fn the 
interests of eccnomy, the wages and inct- 
dental expenses in British vessels being 
lower than on this side of the Atlantic. 


New York-Frisco Wireless. 

The manager of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company of America said at 
New York that it had been proved that 
wireless messages could be sent over land 
as well as sea and that communication 
soon would be established between New 
York and San Francisco. Arrangements 
for a number _of stations on the Pacific 
coast are now being made. 


Newspaper Telephone Service. 

During the past week the Philadelphia 
North American has pioneered a virgin 
field of American rewspaper enterprise by 
inaugurating a “telephone information 
service” by special arrangements with the 
Bell Telephone Company in Philadelphia 
and to hundreds of towns round about in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. 
Brief bulletins of the daily news are thus 
made public for all who care to read 
twelve hours earlier than heretofore. In 
addition to this any person may call upon 
the service by telephone for any particu- 
lar news item desired and receive the 
same without charge except the fee for 
use of telephon. People having tele- 
phones in their homes or offices are thus 
placed in direct and constant touch with 
the great world-wide newsgathering 
agencies of the press. 


French Shipping Bounties. 

A syndicate headed by G. W. Sheldon 
& Cc.,-of Chicago, London and Paris and 
including a number of French capitalists. 
bas acquired the Chantiers Maritimes of 
Berdeaux, one of the largest shipbuilding 
vards in France, where steamers will be 
bullt and run under the French flag in 
order to secure the benefits of the new 
French shipping bounties act. 


West Virginia Miners’ Wages Raised. 
Soft coal operators in the New River 
district of West Virginia have advanced 
the wages of their employees 20 per cent, 
the advance to go into effect from Jan- 
uary 1. It affects about 30,000 miners. 


A Dollar a Year Daily. 

Walter Scott has entered the New York 
newspaper field not only by buying coi- 
trol of The Tammany Times, but by start- 
ing an evening paper called The New 
York Evening News (the former paper of 
that name having been changed to a 
morning issue by Editor Munsey). Its 
claim to distinction !s the subscription 
price of $1 a°‘gear. This is a revolution- 
ary experiment in newspaperdom. 


Honolulu Feels Cable. 

The increased cost of newspaper pub- 
lication in Honolulu, owing to the fact 
that since the laying of the Pacific cable 
papers are expected to print cable dis- 
patches from the United States at 20 cents 
a word. has caused the leading dailies to 
raise their subscription prices to #71 a 
month and 25 cents additional for a Sun- 
day paper. It is expected that some of 
the smaller concerns will cease publica- 
tion. 


Copper Association Splits. 

The copper mining companies which sell 
their product through the United Metals 
Selling Company, representing two-thirds 
of the copper production of the country. 
have resigned from the Copper Producers’ 
Association in a body, giving as their 
reason insufficient reciprocal arrange- 
ment with foreign producers concerning 
trade statistf®s. They ciaim that the 
monthly fisyures pubiished by the associa- 
tion make public trade secrets which give 
loreign producers an unfair advantage. 


First American Wireless. 

The first wireless message across the 
Atiantic from American soi! was cent 
by President Roosevelt to King Edward 
on the completion of the Cape Cod sta- 
tion, January 19% It was a message of 
good will tc the English people. The 
kines responded with a complimentary 
mnessage.

from each state.

To Extend Time for Ratification. 

Washington, January 24.—The state de- 
partment is considering the advisability 
of extending the period of -time allowed 
for the ratification of the Cuban reciproc.- 
ity treaty now pending before the United 
States senate.

STOCK OF GUA 


Three Lucky Soldiers at For 
Located $1,400, 


Was Nearly the Entire Sum Said To 
Have Been Stolen from Postof- 
fice in. Philippines—Many 
Pillows Suffered “in 
the Search.

The soldiers are keeping it pretts qgiepd 
out at Fort McPherson, but sinee it 
leakegG out sometime ago that $400 in 
good government cash was found sewed 
up in a pillow by one of the privates who 
had been sleeping on a knot of money 
until it hurt his face, the rest of the 
story will come out with added interest 
and no little mystery. 

The truth of the matter is that a good 
deal more money than that was found, 
and the total is said to We just about the 
sum that was reported stolen from 
a postofiice in the Philipines, @nd for 
which a member of the Sixteenth regi- 
ment is now detained at Manila to await 
trial. 

The total amount of money found 
hidden in yarious places was $1,400. The 
$400 find in the pillow was not the first of 
these. Prior to the pillow incident, it is 
Stated, another private found $300. 

He was a wise private and did not let 
on about it until after the money had 
been spént, and then only one or two of 
his comrades were let In. 

There was another wise man Mm 
regiment. He is a sergeant, 
When he heard that $300 and then $400 
had been found sewed up in. pillows, 
knowing the total amount said to have 
disappeared was just double that sum, 
he went to work and made a search for 
the other $700. 

A few days ago the aforesaid sergeant 
located $700 in bills neatly and tightly 
rolled up and hidden away in the stock 
of the gun which, it is said, the private, 
charged with taking the money, used to 
carry. The stock of the gun contains a 
tightly closéd receptacle for a ramrod, 
and it was in this that the balance of the 
money had been hidden, 

Many Pillows Suffered. 

When it first became noised abroad 
taut one of the privates had dug so large 
a sum out of his pillow, it Is said, there 
was such a cutting and ripping up ef 
pillows out in the quarters of the Six- 
teenth as had never been known be- 
fore in that or any other regiment. But 
the balance of the boys had their trouble 
for nothing, for the wise sergeant haa 
quietly dug the balance of the money out 
of the gunstock, and kept “his talker’ 
closed. 

From the Philippine postoffice in ques- 
tion the sum of $1,400 disappeared, and a 
private who had een detailed for work 
in connection with the postoffice there, 
was charged with having stolen the mon- 
ey. None of the members of the regi- 
ment believed him guilty, and their sym- 
pathy was with him when they sailed 
away without him. 

It is said he was on the wharf when 
the schooner sailed, carrving the boys 
out to the transport, and one of the last 
things he did was to toss his pillow 
aboard, saying he would not need it. This 
is said to have been the pillow from 
which the $406 was secured. 

When it became known at the fort that 
such a sum of money had been found, an 
investigation was held, but the lucky 
finder claimed he had only $30 left which 
he exhibited. But one night had inter- 
vened and he stated that he and his 
friends had spent the rest, $370, in that 
brief period. 

Only about $30 of the whole amount 
stolen from the postoffice was missin in 
what hag been found since the arrival of 
the regiment at Fort McPherson, and it 
is thought the man who originally got 
the money made away with that amount, 
as he could easily have done.

Bucklin, Alleged Manager for Can- 
field, Is Arraigned.

Raleigh, N. C., January 24.—(Special.)— 
The annual meeting of the State Liter- 
ary and Historical Association was held 
here yesterday evening, Hon. H. G. Con- 
nor, one of the new associate justices of 
the supreme court, presiding. He deliver. 
ed his address. Various reports were 
then made. One was by Fred A. Olds on 
the ‘‘Hall of History.’’ The hall is a 
noble room in the state museum's new 
annex. The room is 100 by 40 feet and 
45 feet in height, with all its woodwork 
in polished native pine. In this are 
cases, both wall and horizontal, of oak, 
cherry and walnut, with triple locks and 
moth and dust proof. In these are ob- 
jects illustrative of aboriginal life in the 
state and of all the periods since the 
whites made their settlement. There are 
several thousands of objects, all of high 
value. The confederate section is particu- 
larly rich, and so are the colonial and the 
revolutionary and the Spanish war sec- 
tions. The idea is unique, and for twenty 
years Colonel Olds has been assiduously 
collecting with a view to the formation of 
such an exhibit. A vast deal of work 
will be done in the next six months in ex- 
tending the collection. 

State Superintendent J. Y. Joyner made 
a report on rural libraries in the public 
schools, in which respect a great deal has 
been done during the past two years, 
nearly 500 such libraries having been es- 
tablished.

New York, January 24.—(Special.j)—The 
power of several big bankers to control 


the money market bas been sitikingly 
illustrated this week by the firm grip 
which they have kept on interest rates. 
I'unds are coming in freely from the in- 
‘erjor and under ordinary circumstances 
the rate for call funds should drop to 
nominal figures,-particularly since stock 


speculation has been cn a 3mall senie 
during the most of the week. There was 
plenty of money cffering on the stock 
exchange, but the rate was held around 
41-2 per cont most of the time, and st 
little money was to be had beluw that 


rate. The big banks that offered accom- 
modations told the brokers that they 
ct take it or teave ite iy Some mys- 
terfous influence trust companies and out 
of town banks fell into the same 
Most brokers could not understand 
What was the reason for it? It was 
part of the plan to stave off ship- 
ments as as possible. If interest 
rates had been allowed to become much 
easier foreizners who have large balances 
here would hasten to withdraw them. 
Hence it; was. necessary to make interest 
rates attractive to them. Money seeks the 
centers where it can be most profitably 
employed. In view of the large indebted- 
ness of this country to Europe, it requires 
gpecial inducements to keep money here. 
But the significant featurg of the situa- 
tion is that half a dozen bankers, as one 
observer put it, are able to control the 
money market. 

Some of the big bankers in Wall street 
had quite a early in the week. 
They received intimation that they would 
probably be cailed on to testify in the 
action brought by the United States 
against former President W. H. Kimball 
and Cashier Rose, of the Seventh 
national bank. and tell what they knew 
in regard to the overcertification of 
checks, as practiced in the financial dis- 
trict. Allegations have been made from 
time tg time that many of the largest in? 
stitutions indulge freelv in this business-- 
in fact, it was stated at the opening of 
the case against the defendants men- 
tioned that Wall street could not begin to 
do its enermous yvolime of work without 
overcertification of checks. How would 
some of the presidents of the big barks 
have relished being quizzed about their 
own experiences under oath?

The time is fast approaching when we 
shall have to decide what fertilizer we 
shall use under our cotton the coming 
In doing this, there is always a 
great temptation to buy the cheapest 
brand and to fool ourselves into the be- 
lief that 100 pounds of low-grade fertilizer 
will do just as much good as 100 pounds 
of high-grade, which would cost us more 


Now, friends, there has been too much 
guess-work about this fertilizer business, 
and farmers have gone too much by what 
the dealer told them, seemingly under the 
impression that these dealers knew more 
about their business than they did them- 
The fact of the matter is that 
very few farmers really do know what 
kind of a fertilizer they want, or which 
would be likely to give the best results 
on their land for the crop they wish to 
grow. To have a clear idea about this 
matter we must understand, in the first 
place, that when we purchase 100 pounds 
of guano we buy it in order to obtain the 
few pounds of ammonia, phosphoric acid

New Orleans, January 24.—As Liverpool 
advices were disappointing, our market 
responded by opening 6 points lower, and 
subsequently declined 4 to 6 points addi- 
tlonal on the free port and interior re- 
ceipts. About this time large sustaining 
orders came in, causing an advance of 0 
to 6 points from the bottom, making the 
net loss 6 to 6 points on the day. The 
fact that the January movement is only 
slightly less than last year to date, and 
that the amount marketed last year dur- 
ing this month was practically a record 
breaker, being exceeded only once, by 
47,000 bales in 1898, has made traders do 
some thinking, especially as the present 
week’s amount brought into sight is the 
last heavy comparison to be overcome. 
In the meanwhile the statistical position 
has been weakened considerably during 
the past two weeks, as the visible supply 
has gained 83,000 relatively over last year, 
and the takings of American cottoB dur- 
ing the same time have been 57,000 less. 
This demonstrates that there is not the 
brisk demand for spots which existed 
for weeks, and as outsiders show no dis- 
Position to enter the market actively for 
deliveries it will require constant buying 
to maintain prices. Under such conditions 
we suggest being conservative and think 
purchases should be made on decided 
breaks only. Receipts will, however, con- 
tinue to govern. 

New York, January 24.—Our market 
opened with sales of March at 8.75; and 
after selling at 8.77, ruled at 8.74 at 1 
o'clock.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, January 24.—The New York 
Financier this week Says: 

“The New York clearing house 
still continue to gain from the interior 
and from the suotreasury, the official 
statement of January 4th snowing that 
$9,122,900 in cash had been added to their 
reserve during the six previous business 
days. A rise of $11,750,000 in deposits min- 
imized the effect of this continued flow 
of money to some extent, but the sur- 
plus reserve expanded $6,197,850, making 
the total excess above the legal require- 
ments $26,414,975, Which is a million dol- 
lars above the record of a year ago. The 
statement "is about as expected, 
as the expansion in cash is concerned, 
and the addition of $4,394,000 in loans 
reflects moderately the -activity of 
season, and the- making of new commit- 
ments since money has fallen to a ilower 
level. The increase in deposits is hard- 
ly as large as the foregoing operations 
would indicate, and the statement is not 
in harmony. Between January 3 last 
and January 24, a period of three weeks, 
the banks have 
000,000 to their total reserves, deposits 
have increased approximately $87,500,000, 
while loans are nearly $17,000,000 larger. 
Deposits, in fact, are now heavier than 
at any time since September last, as are 
the loans of the banks. At the same 
time it is to be noted that the cash re- 
serve is now in excess of that of any pre- 
vious week since: March 8, 1992, when 
tne total deposits. of the banks were 
about one thousand million dollars, and 
the excess reserve was less than §$4,00,- 
0. The improved condition of the banks 
could not be tmore appropriately illus- 
trated. Stil! tt is also worthy of recail 
that the deposits of the clearing house 
banks, which at this time a year ago 
were but $87,000,000 in excess of the pres- 
ent total rise. steadily increased until 
March 1 they stood at $1,017,000,000, while 
the surplus reserve of $26,000,000 had been 
reduced to a bare $4,000,000. It is not 
anticipated, however, that any suspen- 
sion is probable now. National bank note 
circulation is still declining. with the 
prospect of a steady shrinkage for sev- 
eral months at least.”

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 

New York, January _24.+The stock mar- 
ket fell into a rut this week, in which 
the narrow and sluggish fluctuations of 
prices were due to the varying operations 
of the room traders, whose day-to-day 
operations have constituted the whole 
market. Current comment on the market 
is largely made up of the conjectures 
made by this class of operators or the 
opinions they advance, which represent 
their hopes of an influence that will 
cause prices to move as much as any 
actual information of events. The vol- 
ume of dealings has progressively de 
clined to the low level of the year. With 
the general public indifferent to the stock 
market and with no opportunity there- 
fore to distribute securities to investors, 
and with holders equally disinclined to 
sell at the present level of prices or at 
the concessions which the attempt to sell 
would require, this irregular fluctuation 
from day to day is the norma! condition 
of the market. At such times profession 
ai traders on the floor or in brokers’ of- 
fices watch keenly the development of 
events and the news reports and endeavor 
to interpret the effect these will have on 
the sentiment of real holders of securi- 
tiles or the real investment seekers for 
securities and to anticipate their action. 
In times of active markets, they are thus 
enabled to realize profits by knowing be- 
fore hand of the movement; but in pe- 
riods of stagnant markets, when real buy- 
ers and real sellers are both idle, there is 
nothing for the professional trader to do 
but to relieve his position and close up 
his commitment, which he is prone to do 
on a very narrow movement, either in his 
favor or against him. ‘The result {s a 
market for frequent and narrow fluctua- 
tions. The sufficient explanation of one 
day’s movement is that the previoys day's 
was acontrary one and was found to 
attract no following. Yn the present mar- 
ket it has been shown also that the 
week's downward fluctuations Rave en- 
countered buying orders placed below the 
market, either for the purpose of prodtect- 
ing values or for puposes of accumula- 
tion on an expected downward range. 
Such a condition Is sufficient te deter 
bear traders from extensive commitments 
on the short side of the market.

Many expressed hopes of dividend in- 
creases have been disappointed, and it Is 
feared that railroad companies will fee!

Opinions over 
the foreign trade outlook are also mixed.

bulk of the army corps. A glance at the 
hill opposite convinced us that we had 
been commanded to go to certaln death. 
The colonel drew us up in battle line, 
picked up a Prussian helmet with his. sa- 
bre, held it high up in the air and said 
to us: “Forward, boys, and remember 
tuat a bullet in the back Is as painful as 
in the chest, and it doesn't look so nice.” 

Down the hill we went like the «wind 
through a shower of bullets and shells. 
Our colonel was the first to fall dead. 
Two minutes later about two-thirds of 
the regiment reached the top of the op- 
posite hill. The rest were on the ground. 
We were immediately engaged in a des- 
perate hand-to-hand fight—a scene of 
hellish confusion. And there, amidst the 
awful din-of battle, I heard dear Gojes- 
ki’s death-cry as he fell from his horse 
a few yards from me, and I saw a hor- 
ribie gash on his fair young head. He 
had paid France for her hospitality to 
his ‘family.

A Prisoner of War.

A Humorous Incident of the Commune. 

A disaster at war is not always with- 
out its humorous side, and the French 
army, having enough reputation for 
bravery to stand a little joke at its own 
expense, I will acre, in a few words, tell 
the story of the capture of the Chateau 
de Becon, of which magna pars fui. We 
were some fifteen hundred braves who 
took part in jt. 

On April 10, 1871, we received from Mar- 
shal MacMahon the order to attack and 
capture the Chateau de Becon, on the 
banks of the Seine, waich castle wag oc- 
cupied by the communists, who had bat- 
teries that swept everything on the road 
from Courbevoie to Paris. The attack 
was to take place during the night. 

Now, every one knows that a night at- 
tack has absolutely no chance of success 
unless it is made by old troops, by sol- 
diers known every one to their officers. 
The French army was only just being or- 
ganized after the disasters of the Franco- 
German war, and the regiments were 
quickly reorganized with soldiers just 
returned from captivity and with young 
recrults. We did not know the men now 
under and the men had little confi- 
dence in officers who had never led them 
under fire before. We all felt how risky 
the whole thing was: still we had orders, 
and ours was not to discuss but to go. 

We started at 1 o'clock in the morning, 
having to march about 6 miles to reach 
the chateau. We had no maps, and the 
rumor spread among the troops that the 
engineers, who were in front. did not 
even Know where the entrance to the 
castle was, and that while they would 
look for it In the pitch dark of the night, 
the communists would probably have time 
to annihilate our force on the road which 
their cannons commanded. There was 
no confidence in the ranks. The engin- 
eers marched in front, followed hy the 
infantry. In the rear we were with the 
artillery.

A Monopoly of the Fakir Busineess. 

In such manner the fakir trade was or- 
ganized, which today gives steady em- 
ployment to hundreds of men and repte- 
sents an invested capital of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. And the boy who 
conceived the initial idea is at the head 
of the business which he has spent a life- 
time in systematically organizing, with 
the result that his fortune is conseryva- 
tively estimated at half a million dollars, 
“despite the fact,”’ as he says. ‘that I've 
had to raise and educate a family of elev- 
en children.’’ 

Indeed, this one man has a practical 
monopoly of the fakir business. When- 
ever a street fakir—or street man, as 
he prefers to be called—is found, itis pret- 
tv safe to assume that he is barking his 
wares on a commission for the oriental 
street man, often dubbed. to his disgust, 
“the king of the fakirs.”’ For the king 
not only has 2n office and two big ware- 
houses in New York, but branch offices, 
with stere rooms, in Boston, Philadelphia, 
“hicago, St. Louis and a half-dozen other 
cities, from which the falkrs of the differ- 
ent sections of the country are supplied 
and sent out to sell the novelties. From 
the day he began selling pocket Knives, 
‘the boss.’ as his men call him, has ex- 
tended his busimess until now it reaches 
to the Pacific. a branch having been 
established in San Francisco only a year 
or SO ago. And because he has gone 
about it so thoroughly, he has never had 
to meet with any competition worth 
speaking of. 

The man’s story of how he has eyolved 
and kept his grasp on the fakir business 
is simpie and intcresting. Among oitner 
ihings it tells how the tray, the push cart,

Parties were sent to search every part 
of the castle; not a soul was seen any= 
where. The castle was empty. While we 
had run away from the castle toward 
Versailles in the night the communists, 
after firing a few shots from the win- 
dows. had run away from the cdstle 
toward Paris, leaving their two batteries 
on the terrace. A messenger was dis- 
patched to the marshal to announce that 
we had taken possession of the castle of 
Becon. Nobody was decorated for it, but 
we were victorious and alive.

Tragedy was soon to follow this piece 
of light comedy. On Apri] 14 my regiment 
received orders to attack the Meuilly 
bridge, a formidable position held by the 
communists. We had no cavalry to do 
the work, so artillery were ordered to 
send the cannons away and to charge 
the foree occupying the bridge.

I was quickly picked up and 
taken to a house in safety by one of my 
men—the one whose pipe I had helped to 
For such a small service-a French 
soldier will risk his iife, and I have a'‘- 
ways thought I owed mine to my tobacco 
pouch. 

After spending five months in the Ver- 
enilles haspital and three more at Saint- 
Malo in convalescence, the army surgeons 
declared that I should no longer be able 
to usSgemmy right arm for military pur- 
posesg@ignd I was granted a lievtenant’s 
retiring pension. 

But for that wound I should now be 
in the French army, perhaps enjoying the 
title of colonel, like most of my American 
friends.

OCIETY is thronged with people who 
are not interesting. That statement, 
in fact, is the mildest which we can 
make. The truth would be more

ventions of their own peculiar class. 
The man of this set starts in lite, Tet 
us Say, as a dry goods clerk—and he 

continues in that capacity until the end of the 
chapter. The women discuss the weather and ex- 
change gossip. Some of both sexes go to church— 
others to the theater. Beyond these facts they are 
of no more use to themselves or humanity than 
would be so many wooden dummies, dressed in hu- 
man clothes, endowed with human passions. Of 
course they help support our merchants and they 
present a few problems for the solution of the 
demagogue and the amateur philosopher—but they 
are not members of that vast army of progress, ever 
aggressive, always ready to sacrifice self to labor for 
wages and to labor gratis for anythng which bears 
the remotest resemblance to advancement. 

And, like our friend the gacder, of whom we 
spoke last week, this nonentity is confined to no 
one division of'society. Their roster is dfawn from 
the dramatis personnae of each section of the hu- 
man comedy, and we as often meet the man with 
much money and designate him as vapid, as we do 
the pauper—much oftener, in fact. This clan is, 
practically,the drone of the human race. Its branches 
are presentin every quarter of the globe, from the 
arcticto the antarctic regions, down through the 
temperate and the torrid zones. Its devoted members 
wear full dress and tuxedos and demitrains, as well 
as tin cans and rags. To be sufe its potentialities 
for suffering and for offense are just as strongly de- 
veloped as those of the more industrious people, but 
aside from this fact, its virtues are stunted and nega- 
tive. These parasites on the intellectual life of the 
world are so widely known that there is little diff- 
culty in the intelligent reader classifying them at 
glance—but the difficult thing is for the average 
reader to avoid steering his on craft into these placid 
waters of drowsy bay. 

There is a direct, unanswerable cause for the ex- 
istence of such people—abundant reason to -under- 
stand how fatally easy it is for the present immunes 
to drift into their ranks. The whole explanation 
lies in one word—stagnation. Try to live for a 
few days without eating and drinking—and what is 
the result? Emaciation, powerlessness—perhaps 
death. This process with the physical body. Now 
apply the analogy, to the mind—starve vour mind 
of nourishment, travel round in the limited, insig- 
nificant circle in which you started life, and the re- 
sult is mental stagnation. Your mind is constituted 
cn the same broad principles which govern your 
body. The intricate machinery is there for won- 
derful, profitable, pleasurable work. But there 
must be material. Witnout tne proper food your 
mind is like a vast factory lying idle. The possibili- 
ties are immense. The output of that mind might 
bring fabulous prices in the markets of the world’s 
brains—but there can be no production unless you 
supply the factory with the crude material. 

That is the secret of the whole affair—that is 
mainly why our friends find us uninteresting, and 
why no new thoughts drop in on us daily to re- 
assure us that the mind is still heflthy and active 
and to lend a distinctly agreeable savor to life. 
Under such suppression our capacity for apprecia- 

ser vt degenerates rapidly, and there is no impulse or 
vitality to our thoughts or our plans. And how,

And while the plan which he refers to 
in ayperbolical exuberance is visionary and impos- 
sible to the last degree, it contains an element of 
worth sufficient to remunerate a. little study of the 
subject.

face poly-sided mischief in solid phalanx. The points 
of divergence are too great, the issues at stake too 
dear to the various personal representatives and the 
ext-tence of comptent arv.irators too unproven to 
justify the hope of any such early development. 

At the same time we believe that a broader inter- 
pretation of religion, one more commensurate with 
the majesty of our twentieth century ideals, would 
follow the encouragement of such a radical design 
as this. We cannot, of course, hope to bring about 
a complete combination of the religions of the 
vorld, nor even the denominations of a single coun- 
try, but it is distinctly practical to work along the 
line of encouraging harmony in the efforts which 
all creeds put forth at proselyting; of promoting 
unity in their campaigns against ignorance and vice, 
and in their praiseworthy works of public and pri- 
vate charity. 

The twentieth century is going to present prob- 
lems which are at present entirely unforeseen, and 
which the wisest minds are just beginning to real- 
ize are possible. It has been the history of progress 
that as civilization and individual living became 
more complicated, and as culture and enlightenment 
attained heights more dizzy and an altitude more 
rare than that previously occupied, grave, fate-turn- 
ing questions rose for cool-headed, deliberate, un- 
selfish solving.’ Even at present sociological and 
economic issues are hard pressing for an answer 
those who feel a responsibility for the sane govern- 
ment of our country. And we are assured by the 
experts who make it a business to delve beneath 
the surface and study the vast vital, internal ma- 
cuinery by which the intricate wheels of life are kept 
numming, that the commercial, social and intel- 
lectual conditions under which we are now living 
promise to develop issues more dangerous, more 
precarious than any which have hitherto’ con- 
fronteu militant humanity. 

It is in knowledge of these facts, with the realiza- 
tion that all the fierce, epochal battles of the world 
have not been fought, and that cries of a serious na 
ture are yet to he met by the advancing armies of 
enlightenment, that it is the more desirable that re- 
ligious differences should be subordinated, as far as 
compatible with honesty, to the important mission 
of humanitarian welfare. Instead of pulling down 
where one sets up; instead of planting doubt. and 
confusion where another has planted faith; instead 
of teaching that “the one true light” can be seen by 
only one telescope, and that the one owned by some 
isolated denomination—why should we despair that 
the warring sects should meet on the little ground 
which is at least common to them all—the ultimate 
good of humanity, and the spreading of that mighty, 
all-pervading agency—trutii. 

Through a deiberate, felicitous desien on the part 
of Providence, the average hyrr2a7 miicd °: so con- 
structed that religion takes a deep, abiding, com- 
pelling hold on its powess a a... , Ae ae 
may hope for a trifle more of ~~-->~-- amongst the 
creeds, a greater security that professiors of re- 
ligion are sincere, we shall be organizing an invin- 
cible army against the undefined ills of the future.

Semmes had always displayed literary 
talent and was correspondent and editor 
of various papers. But no one dreamed 
that he had the power to so graphically 
portray events which he displayed in his 
book entitled “Memoirs of Service Afloat 
During the Civil Wapr.’’ 


This work was published in 1868, in one 
royal octavo volume; contained 800 pages 
illustrated with a steel engraving of the 
author and fourteen portraits of the of- 
ficers of the two vessels, besides half a 
cozen full page illustrations In color. 

The sivle of the work is ne-tural, easy 
and eraphic, and the undivided interest of 
the reader is held from its opening to its 
Semmes’ power of description was 
most unusual and his closeness of obser- 
vation for natural _phenomepa not often 
found in a writer. The great fidelity 
which he displayed fn the effort to teach 
as well as entertain his readers is truly 
remarkable. 

Hie was born in Charles county, Mary- 
land, on the 27th of Scptermber, 1809. After 
the civil war.he went to Mboile, Ala., 
bu¥’Y was shortly after arrested by the 
United States government. In the course 
of three or four months he was released

and returned to Mobile, where he died 
August 30, 1877. 

In “Service Afloat” he gives a full de- 
scription of the whole history of the 
“Sumpter and the Alabama.” He dc- 
scribes not only the battles but the men 
and their characters; indeed when one has 
thoroughly digested the work he knows 
ail there is to know not only. about the 
history of these ships but also about ser- 
vice afloat. There is hardly a question 
ene could asgz about service afloat which 
is not answered somewhere in. the work; 
and yet this instructive phase of the work 
is so veiled by the beauty of descrip- 
tion and: excitement of human interest 
that the reader does not realize they are 
being taught as well as entertained tun- 
til after the book is finished ard laid 
asice. 

In. the matter of careful prevaration and 
minute attention to instructive detail 
work I really belleve that Semmes has 
no equal in American literature. He 
never attempted any novel work, and yet 
nis ability in other lines Jeads us to be- 
Meve that had he attempted a series of 
sea-faring tales the archives of American 
literature would today contain no richer 
treasures.

The following story of the burning of a 
shin at sca will give an icea as to his 
descriptive power shown all through the 
book: 

“This burning ship was a _ beautiful 
spectacle, the scene being wild ard pictur- 
esque beyond description. The black 
clouds were mustering their forees in 
fearful array. Already the entire heavens 
nad been overcast. The thunder began 
to roll, and to crash, and the lightning 
to leap from cloud to cloud in a thou- 
sand eccentric lines. The sea was in a 
tumult of rage, the winds howled, the 
floods of rain descended. Amid this tur- 
moil of the elements, the Dunbar, all 
in flarnes, and with disordered gear And 
unfurled canvas, lay rolling and tossing 
upen the sea. Now an ignited sail would 
fly away from a yard, and scud off before 


the gale; and now the yard itself, releas- '

ed from the contro! of its braces, would ~ 


swing about wildly, as in the madness of 
despair, and then drop into the sea. 
Finally the masts went by the heard, and 
then the hull rockeg to and fro for a 
while, until it was filled with water, and 
the fire nearly quenched, when it settled 
to the bottom of the great deep, a vie- 
tim to the passions of man, and the fury 
of the elements.”’ 

This description of a storm at sea will 
show forth his great care as to detail and 
thought for the instruction of the reader:

During the whole course of the 
storm a good deal of rain had 
fallen. 
the wind. Thése storms come to us, as 
has been said, from the tropics, and the 
winds, by which they are engendered, are 
highly charged with vapor. In the course 
of taking up this vaper from the sea the 
winds take up along with it a large auan- 
tity of latent heat, or heat whose presence 
is not indicated by thé thermometer. AS 
the raging cyclone is moving onward 
in its path, the winds begin to part with 
their burden—it begins to rain. The mo- 
ment the vapor is condensed into rain, the 
latent heat, which was taken with the 
vapor, is liberated, and the consequence 
is, the formation of a furnace in the sky, 
as it were, overhanging the raging storm, 
gnd traveling along with it. The more 
rain there falls, the more latent heat es- 
capes, the hotter the furnace beeomes; 
and the hotter the furnace, the more fu- 
riously the wind races around the cir- 
cle, and rushes into the upper air to fill 


the vacuum, and restofe the equilibrium.”

E love Burns and we pity 
him,” said Carlyle, and 
when all is said, that’s 
about it—we love him and 
we pity him. We need not 
turn to other poets In un- 
favorable contrast; thuat 
would be  unfair—others 
have their .merits, and 
they have ouf*admiration. 
But Burns!—he has such a 
warmth, such an intensity 
of sympathy with all mien, 
that all men. love him. 

To glean any additional facts régarda- 
ing the life-history of the ifmortal bard 
may be difficult as the twentléfn century 
opens, and yet in the by-wa@s of the an- 
cient Burns (or Burness) race, there are 
occasionally facts to be noted that have 
been overlooked or unknown. Burns is 
claimed as an Ayrshire man, atd.in a 
sense rightly so. It was near Ayr, on 
the 25th of January, 1759, that the bard 
was born in a humble cottage of his 
father’s own building, and from which 
he was carried, when five days old, in a 
blinding snow .storm, the roof of their 
dwelling having blown off. “No Wwon- 
der.’ said he afterwards, “that one 
whose early life had been so stormy, 
should be the subject of stormy passions 
in after life.” 

Thousands of pilgrims annually 
the shrine of the poet in southern Scot- 
land, yet these pilgrims seldom or never 
think of turning their feet in tne direc- 
tion of the homeland of their saint. This 
homeland is in the small county of Kin- 
cardine, that borders with Forfashire on 
the south and Aberdeenshire on the 
north. When the poet’s family resided 
in that county their surname was Fur- 
ness, and even today this name is a 
common one over the shire. A visit to 
the county town of Stonehaven will re- 
veal many of the surname of Burness, 
and not only so, these natives of the 
county, in most instances, can trace 
their lineage to the Burness family, who 
occupied the little farm of Clocknahill, 
some 4 miles from that town. This farm 
was at one time in possession of Burns’ 
father. Today ‘t is a neat modern edl- 
fice, but in the days of the elder ee 
ii was simply a tunmledown  biggin, 
hardly fit for human habitation. Round 
about that old homestead there still re- 
side members of fhe Burness family, 

A short journey Inland brings the stu- 
dent to the romantic village of Auchin- 
blae, and here he will find his majesty’s 
mails in the keeping of one Miss Bur- 
ness. This lady postmistress and her 
sister are direct descendants of Burne’ 
uncle. Then there afe the Fothering- 
nams and the Falconers, who were con- 
nected with the ancient race of Burness 
by marriage, and these families are still 
numerously represented in the county 
that claims the poet Burns. 

If one crosses the borders of the Shire 
and enters the boundary of Forfarsaire, 
he finds additional traces of the family. 
The town of Montrose seems to have 
been a favorite rendezvous for the race 
in its attempt to improve its social posi- 
tion. This town harbored a cousin-Ger- 
man of the poet's, in the person of John 
Burness. And it is passing strange that 
this man, too, had tae poetic gitt. He 
was the author of that wonderful tale in 
verse entitled, “‘Thrummy Cap,” that so 
delighted the Scottish peasantry of a 
hundred years ago. Perhaps this John 
Burness aas been the most outsanding 
figure, poetically speaking, of all Burns’ 
relatives, and yet the devotees of the na- 
tional bard have not yet honored his 
name by a monument. They have not 
even cut the rank grass that sways 
above his narrow strip of earth in the 
northern cemetery. His tomb remains 
unhonored as yet, although, in 188, a 
public subscription restored the moss- 
covered stones that rested over the great 
grandparents of Burns in_ the little 
churchyard at Glenbervie. 

Perhaps we are inclined to exaggerate 
Burns’ lack of education. He had an 
intelligent father, ‘“‘who valued knowl- 
edge, possessed some, and was open- 
minded for more.’ That Was a good 
promise of what the son migut be. But, 
then, the poet went to school at Aallo- 
way and afterwards at. Tarbolton; and 
such was the youngster’s thirst for 
knowledge and such the vague yet ear- 
nest ambition that possessed him, that he 
was wont to sit “‘wita a spoon in one 
hand and a book in the other;’’ and often 
carried about with him a number of vul- 
umes, poring over them as he drove his 
cart or walked to his labor. In one sense 
at least he was educatedhe was edu- 
eated for the particular work he was to 


visit 


do in literature. And the opportunities 
| a 


he had cannot be despised. Think of the 
rich inheritance he had in Scottish song 
and story handed down the ages. There 
is no nation on tae earth so gifted as 
the Scotch in romance, and the thirsty 
soul of Burns drank deeply at this foun- 
tain. Ramsey, Ferguson and many oth- 
ers hal left material on which the poet's 
mind fed and from which he drew much 
of its inspiration from witnout. He loved 
and admired the gems of the almost for- 
gotten past. Jenny Wilson imparted to 
his open, juvenile mind tales of ghosts, 
witches, warlocks, fairies, demons, 
water-Kelpies, and, indeed, the whole cat- 
alogue ot noerthern mythology. With 
such superstitious lore, the traditions of 
an ancient peuple, the romance Ot Ms 
well-beioved country, Burns’ mind was 
enricaed, and this material his genius 
tashioned in verse as no other Man has 
done, 

ine trouble with Burns wag that he 
was Qut oL joint with his time; he was 


far affead of it and its literature; the: 


eighteenth century was a century of ex- 
tremely square and correct studies. Poetry 
at that time was at a discount; and con- 
sidered as only for the rich in leisure 
and purse. The aristocrat read ,poetry; 
that was fashionable, correct; but th6 
man in the street could not and would 
not. Everything in life was stiif; general 
jiterature had settled into a rigid groove. 
it was formal, dignified, correct—lifeless, 
a his was bad enough, but if anything was 
truly and inherently wrong in the eigh- 
teenth century, it was the Scottish lan- 
guage. The Scot's tongue was an out- 
cast—a no-man's tongue—a vulgar tongue. 
Hence some _ kindly disposed persons 
deemed it wise to instruct the poet in the 
use of nglish as a medium of expressing 
his thoughts, but Burns was too much oft 
a Scot to give up his literary birthright, 
that vulgar tongue was too intimately 
woven into his mental fibre to allow any 
separation. He could not give full vent 
to the pent-up “eelings of his soul in lan- 
guace other than “‘guid braid Scotch.” 
Hence he took that native uncouth dia- 
‘ect, with all its limitations and itnper- 
fections, and through that medium sang 
his songs. Once he had done it, he cap- 
tivated’ his countrymen, so that where, 
as it had seemed no be:uuty could be seen, 
all was now poetic charm. 

Imagine, if you can, thefeelirgs of 
Dugald Stewart, a contemporary and phil- 
osepher, with which he weuld regard the 
following as subjects for poetry: To a 
Mouse, Address to the De il, The Two 
Dogs, To a Louse, or a dozen more just 
as unlikely. 

His subjects were as daring as his lan- 
guage. He took\them in a rough-and- 
ready manner from wood and field, the 
street, the ingle nook, the castle and 
even the kirk, and from nooks and corners 
in which men had never found them be- 
fore. Wordswerth fashioned - his pic- 
tures much in the same’ way,~- but his 
creations did not appeal to, nor. stir the 
soul of mankind as did those of Burns. 

And then, too, his words carried the 
highest of admonitions it is possible for 
human tongue to utter. His peems did 
not carry lowly things beyond the reach 
of common thought, nor did they point a 
way to heaven; but still they were em- 
blems in themeeTves from which the mind 
of his brother-man could assimilate a 
deeper and more profound meaning than 
the simple music bore. 

We have all had our sympathies touch- 
ed by his tender words to the poor little 
fleld mouse, whose nest his plow has dis- 
turbed, but have we observed how the 
poet identifies himse!f with the little un- 
fortunate: 


‘‘Me, thy poor earth-born companion 
An’ fellow mortal,” 


he says. Who but Burns could have 
seen a louse with anything but loathing; 
who but he could have thought of making 
a poem on the subject; who but he could, 
in the same poem, have uttered the good, 
sensibie maxim: 

t 
“CQ wad come power the giftie gie us 
To see oursels as ithers see us?” 


There are no finer gems in the poetic 
world than those which Burns has taken 
from most commonplace subjects, and set 
in his “braid Scotch.” One has only to 
read the line and meditate! What a soul 
was his, and what a sympathy with all 
created beings! He does not leave the 
terror-stricken mouse, nor the ‘“‘wee mod- 
est crimson tipped flow’r,’’ and appeal to 
his reader from high heaven. 
is his fellow-mortal; the fate of the flower 
is to his own fate. He simple directs the 
mind to both as nature’s tiny drama 
passes before the outward eye. Deeper 
down in the soul of man lies the tender 
chord that vibrates to the poetic touch. 
This sympathy that he shows and awak- 
ens is what makes us love him. 

But Scotsmen love Burns for the sense 
of nationality he embodies in his poems,

and in this réspect he has left behind him 
a rich inheritance to every Scot, be he 
at home or abroad. Scotland has been a 
great country in the past in war, and to- 
day its martial spirit is as fervent as it 
was under the banners of Bruce and Wal- 


lace; and Scotsmen cherish the memory of 


their national poet because he fosters 
this spirit, and sings to them of a glory 


that might have faded had he not been 


born, 

Yet you will 
tell you of his 
enougn and_sad enough.

Do you recall the tender lines: 
“What's done we may in part compute, 
But know not what's resisted,’’ 
sang the poet. It is easy perhaps to 
compute some of Burns’ 
who can know how much and how bravely 
he resisted? 
said his accusers. Perhaps not, but every 
man’s Mind is hig cattle, and Burns of all 
men had a mind of his own. Burns did 
not walk according to creeds, as every one 
knows, neither did he write poetry as 
other men did, and it is as well for Secots- 
men today that he did neither. It is by 
being unorthodox that the world gets out 
of its ruts; it is by being unorthodox that 
a British soldier wins his Victoria cross. 
If the soldier merely enacted his parade 
and barrack room duties he would never 
earn that coveted medal, nor would he 
have the applauds of his country. Sco- 
tia's bard did not walk in the beaten 
tracks, and his reward was more than 
passing glory. 

In his time Scotland was in fear. and 
trembling owing to the teaching of the 
church.

By the time Burns saw the light the 
world was getting tired of all this cant. 
and, indeed, had begun to reject (perhaps 
in a mild’ form) such beliefs, as incom- 
patible with divine love and wisdom. 
Burns dehounced such creeds: in no-un- 
certain strains, while men looked on, 
questioning at first, but ultimately they 
hailed him as a heaven-sent seer and 
prophet. He poked fun at the devil, and 
While men felt uneasy, and when iue 
poet spoke in kindly words, and sym- 
pathized with his satanic majesty, the 
Scottish nation awoke from: its stupor, 
and smiled a smile of relief. Burns’ 
“Address to the De’il’’ may not have in- 
augurated this revolt, but it Went very 
far towards sustaining it. Burns buried 
the devil's memory 
built up the national religion, withthe 
Divine Being at the head cornerstone. 

Burns is truly the poet of the Scottish 
people, and wherever the national tongue 
is spoken the brithday of this sweet 
singer. is revered and honored. With un- 
covered head the’ Scot, both-at home and 
abroad, acknowledges the legacy his na- 
tion has received from the one of immor- 
tal memory—one who did more than any 
other man to hasten that day

HE states of New England, 
New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware,

city. A similar estimate of Venezuela's 
area and population places the latter re- 
public in the same category with Co- 
lombia. 

In view of the sensational character of 
the news published in our dally papers 
regarding these two republics it is. well 
to keep the above figures in mind. It 
may thus be seen ,that Castro its the 
ruler of a country of vast area, but com- 
paratively small population, while Co- 
lombia, the republic with which we are 
dealing for a great interoceanic canal, is 
about as thickly settled as the state of

‘Georgia would be {if its entire population 


were no more than that given by the 
census to the city of Atlanta. Yet, with 
such populations and areas the republics 
of Colombla and Venezuela have been 
carrying on a series of revolutions for 
the last five years that have at times 
threatened to disrupt the fabric of South 
American independence, precipitate a pan- 
American war and force two powers like 
Germany and Great Britain into antagon- 
ism with the Monroe doctrine. 

Judging from the history of . South 
America during the last century, a revo- 
lution 1s one of the necessities of a re- 
publican form of government. How elssé 
can the “liberals” get into power? That 
is one of many odd features in South 
American politics. It is always the lib- 
eral party that is out, the conservative 
party that is In. Whenever a revolution 
is successful, as happened in the case of 
Castro in Venezuela three years ago, the 
conquering party on its accession to pow- 
er modifies its liberal programme and be- 
comes more or less conservative; while, 
vice yersa, the defeated conservatives 
show a strong tendency to the former 
liberalism of their opponents. Yet there 
ls a fundamental difference between the 
two parties—-the same difference that 
showed itself in the early history of our

] American system in view in the estab- 
lishment of their own government. But 
One vital part of our system has been left 


out of the political equipment of Colom- 
bia and Venezuela—an inviolable consti- 
tution back of the executive and con- 
gress. Instead of this one, supreme, fixed 
constitution, each party has its own con- 
stitution, in reality a political platform, 
and, on assuming the reins of govern- 
ment, the old constitution gives way to 
the new. There is a complete change in 
the fundamental law of the land, with 
all the chaos that such a radical transi- 
tion inevitably means. 

But the prime cause for the frequent 
revolutions in South America is to he 
found in the people themselves and the 
immense yét sparsely populated territory 
that they occupy. The great majority of 
Colomblans and Venezuelans are politi- 
cally apathetic. Theirs is essentially a 
home fife, with a tendency almost patri- 
archal in its strong family. associations, 
its slight- interest in the outside world. 
‘“Strenuousness” !{s unknown to them. 
They never ‘“‘hustie.””’ But the northerner 
who has tasted the hospitality of their 
households is impressed by the simplicity 
he finds there, the genuine friendliness, 
the easy refinement and absence of worry 
or irritability that characterize the do- 
mestic relations.

Although the chapter is unwritten, the 
monument that commemorates it stands 
today on the Caribbean coast, where it 
ranks as.one of the most majestic ruins 
of a great nation’s departed glory. This

ruin is the fortress of San Felipe and the

fortress of Boca Chica standing above 
the harbor of Cartagena on the Colom- 
bian coast, and the fast that adds a 


thrilling interest to these fallen columns 
and arches is the fact thas their desola- 
tion was wrought by a_ regiment of 
Americans under the lead of Lawrence 
Washington, George Washington's 
brother, in an attempt to bring South 
America under Anglo-Saxon siipremacy. 

The record of this ill-fated expedition 
against Cartagena belongs, of course, to 
our colonial périod, where it has been

In the early part of the eighteenth 
| century the British commercial instinct 
[saw a field for enterprise and colonial 
expansion in Spanish-America. The con- 
quest of the latter would have meant the 
union of North and South America in 
one great empire. Therefore, on some 
trivial pretext, used as a first step in 
the realization of this dream of power 
and wealth, England in 1729 declared war 
against Spain, end sent Admiral Ver- 
non with a fleet of six vesse!s across the 
Atlantic, where he captured the town of 
Porto Bello on the isthmus of Panama. 
Further reinforcements were then sent 
him and among them 3,600 troops from 
the American colonies led by Lawrence 
Washington. 


Cartagena, the key to the South 
American continent, the ancient ‘‘treas- 
ure city’ of Spain and one of the best 
fortified cities in the world at that time, 
was selected as the point for a concen- 
trated attack and there appeared to be 
every reason to expect its downfall. Ver- 
non was so sanguine of success tnat he 
carried with him a number of medals 
engraved with the following inscription: 
“The Spanish pride pulled down by <Ad- 
miral Vernon,’ “The British heroes took 
Cartagena April 1, IS1.’’ Quite a dif- 
ferent sequel, however, awaited the 
Soastful admiral, although at the first 
outset success seemed to await him. This 
success was at the storming @f Carta- 
gena’s first fort, Boca Chica, at the en- 
trance of the harbor. This fort was ac- 
tually taken by Lawrence Washington at 
the head of 200 of the colonial troops 
and the passage of the harbor was thus 
effected. 

But here Vernon's good 
him. The 


fortune left 
city of Cartagena is protect- 
ed by an immense wall, that in those 
days was impregnable, and azgainst it 
Vernon spent the best part of a week in 
an ineffectual bombardment. A cannon 
ball imbedded in the wal] of the little 
church of Santo Toribio is still shown 


as a memento of this prolonged attack. 

Recognizing the impossibility of taking 
the city in this way, the admiral turned 
his attention to San Felipe, an immense 
fortress from whose heights Cartagena 
was easily assailable. Fifteen hundred 
Americans were landéd to press the at- 
tack on this fortress, among them Cap- 
tain Washington, who conducted himself 
with his accustomed bravery. But neith- 
er bravery nor skill availed before the 
terrible odds that confronted the be- 
slegers. The latter had made two fatal 
mistakes, the guides they employed 
proved treachéroéts and instead of a noc- 
turnal attack as originally planned they 
attempted to scale the walls in broad 
daylight with ladders that were too short. 
An old chronicler thus describes the as- 
sault: “Under these circumstances the 
wisest thing would have been an instant 
retreat, but the soldiers had come to take 
the fort and with bulldog resolution they 
seemed determined to take it at every 
disadvantage. They stood under a ter- 
rible, plunging fire, adjusted their lad- 
ders and fixed upon points where they 
might climb, and they did not yield an 
inch of ground, though every Spanish 
cannon and musket fold upon them and 
thinned their ranks. Some of them even 
attained a fOoting on the ramparts, when 
their brave leader, Colonel Grant, was 
mortally wounded. His men were swept 
over the face of the wall, but still the 
rest sustained the enemy's fire for sev- 
era! hours and did not retreat until 60, 
or one-half their original number, day 
dead or wounded at the foot of those fa- 
tal walls.”’ 

So ended the *‘Vernon expedition’ and 
with it, let us hope, the Anglo-Saxon 
ambitfon to dominate the continent of 
South America. Had the result of the 
expedition been different, had our Ameri- 
can ancestors succeeded in taking San 
Felipe, it is difficult to estimate the pos- 
sible effect on all the subsequent history 
of this continent. Cartagena was Spain's 
chief reliance on the coast and had it 
fallen into the hands of Admiral Vernon, 
North and South America would have 
been bound together under British rule 
and the formation of the United States 
might have been prevented. 

The “Fall of San Felipe” 
have been chronicled as one of the 
world's greatest battles.

AN EVENTFUL GUN. 


ft am constrained to give much space 
this week to an eventful gun which was 
captured at Vicksburg: 


“It rested until the commencement of 
the Texas war, when it was carried by a 
regiment of volunteers from New Orleans 
to assist the Texans in gaining their in- 
dependence from Mexico. In March, 1836, 
it was present and took part in the bloody 
siege and fight of Alamo, and would have 
heard, had it ears, the death of the brave 
David Crockett, James Bowie and a host 
of kindred spirits whose blood was freely 
offered up for their country’s cause. and 
whom fame has crowned with never-fail- 
ing glory. The Alamo fell, but not untf) 
all of her defenders had suffered martyrs’ 
deaths at the hands of cruel and treach- 
erous Mexicans. The only souls left out 
of the 136 to:tell the tale of its slaughter 
was Mrs. Dickinson and a negro. Our 
guns were captured there and taken by 
the conquerors to the City of Mexico. 

“In 1847. when General Scott entered 
the City of Mexioo, he espied the old gun 
among the trophies of war in the capital 
of the Montezumas, and caused it to be 
removed to the city of New Orleans, 
where it remained until the beginning of 
the present war. when it was put into 
the celebrated Washington battery and 
carried to Vicksburg and used against 
the United States. for whom it had 
done service for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury. On the 4th of July, when Vicks- 
burg, the great stronghold of Mississippi, 
fell, this gun was noticéd by General 
Grant, and, being invested with so many 
and such old associations. was sent by 
him to Washington. It will occupy a 
prominent place in the capital, and, from 
its Wwar-worn appearance. look of an- 
tiquity. and singular history. will be ac- 
counted one of the greatest of trophies as 
well as curiosities of the present age.’’

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The Famous Cumming-McDuffie Duel and 
Its Interesting Aftermath.

HROUGH the courtesy of 
‘the Hon. E. T. Williams, 
‘former representative 
’ from Richmond, but now 


‘a member of the Atlanta 

’ bar, I have been shown a 

’ dyeling pistol, which has 

“ a remarkable history in 

‘the duel fought between 

- the Hon. William Cum- 

‘ming, of Augusta, and the 

‘Hon. George McDuffie, of 

South Carolina. In 1828 

“this pistol was used by 

Mr. Cumming. when he wounded Colonel 

McDuffie so seriously that he was maim- 
ed for life. 

Through Colonel Williams I gathered 
the following facts connected with this 
pistol: 

“After the big freshet in Augusta I 
went into the gun store of Rogers & Son 
and saw this queer old pistol, covéred 
with mud, as it had been several feet 
under the Savannah river. 

“The guard around the trigger was 
broken off and there was no flint in the 
hammer. It attracted my attention and 
Mr. Rogers, who was a very old man, in- 
formed me of its history. He stated ‘that 
one of the Cumming family, many years 
before, had left it there to be repaired, 
and that they had never called for it; 
that it was the pistol with which Wil- 
liam Cumming shot George McDuffie, 
the famous South Carolina orator and 
congressman. That it had been practiced 
with for several duels. Judge Milo Olin 
had at one time accepted a challenge and 
practiced with this pistol, but the duel 
for some reason did not materialize. 

“It is an old filnt and steel pistol, made 
by Manton & Son, of London, the famous 
dué) pistol makers in the world. It car- 
ries an immense ball, being as large as 
the end of the little finger of the average 
man, is inlaid wit} platinum, has silver 
bands and sight on the barrel. It 1s over 
2 feet long, with smooth bore, which I 
am informed was the kind of pistol used 
for that purpose. 

“The engraving is exquisite, being 4S 
fine as engra ving on a fine watch. I have 
frequently put a new flint on it and used 
it in target shooting. It has a safety 
catch for the hammer and by pushing the 
trigger forward before cocking it makes 
a hair trigger, which will go off with the 
Weight of the finger. I have frequently 
cut a cord with it 15 paces. 

“Coionel George McDuffie was a dls- 
tinguished statesman of South Carolina 
and Colonel Cumming of Georgia. Near 
‘Sister's Ferry,’ South Carolina, June §&, 
1822, with pistols. An article appeared in a 
Georeia paper in favor of the pretensions 
of Mr. Crawford and against those of 
Mr. Caihoun to the presidency of the 
United States, which drew a reply from 
® gentleman of South Carolina. The 
Georgia writer rejoinéd, assuming that 
the South Carolina writer was Mr. Mc- 

ufie, while that gentleman replied in 
the belief that his opponent was Colonel 
Cumming. Both were mistaken, but no 
explanation was made on either side, 
though it {s understood that Mr. MeDuf- 
fle assented and Colonel Cumming ob- 
Jected to a proposition to submit the dis- 
bute to the decision of friends. 

“Colonel Cumming desired to fight in 
round jackets, or shirt sleeves; his op- 
ponent suggested, ‘or frock or surtout 

coat.’ The change was 
assented to and the for- 
mer appeared on the 
ground in frock and pan- 
taloons of og a 
linen, the latter in SsHni- 
lar garments of silk. The 

Preliminaries arranged, the parties were 
Summoned to their places and exchanged 
shots at a distance of 10 paces. Mr. Mc- 


Duffie’s ball struck the ground about 4 
paces from his own feet, while the bullet 
ef his antagonist entered his back 
obliquély, just below the short ribs, and 
inflicted a wound from which he never 
recovered. 

“This duel gave rise to much newspa- 
per wit and gossip. The Chronicle, pub- 
lished at Augusta, Ga., gave the public 
as it Is stated an ‘authentic account of 
the affair.’ in which it was said that 
Colonel Cumming’s pistol was loaded ‘for 
the side, not fof the back, for the re 
sistance of common drapery, not of sev- 
eral folds of strong silk,’ etc. The gen- 
eral tone of that article was against Mr. 
McDuffie and gave the impression that 
his conduct was dishonorable, not only 
in the preparation of his dress, but in re- 
tiring from the field after a single shot. 
These statements were assumed to be 
true by editors in different parts of the 
country, and afforded materials for free 
and severe comments. 

“But it may be well doubted whether 
the distinguished statesman of South 
Carolina is justly Nable to censure upon 
either accusation. As regards the con- 
tinuance of combat it is in proof that he 
acted upon the opinion of the surgeons 
of both parties, who, as the result of a 
consultation, declared his inability to 
proceed; while, in the matter of dress, 
there is no evidence—as I am aware—that 
his silk frock had more than a single 
and a common lining. That the surgeons 
were right in their conclusion is mani- 
fest, for Mr. McDuffie’s wound, as al- 
ready remarked, was the cause of serious 
physical prostration his life long. 

“Through courtesy and kindness I am 
enabled to use the following facts from 
sketches by Hon. John Belton O'Neill. of 
the history of the life of George McDuffie. 
Judge O'’Neall says, ‘This extraordinary 
man and myself were intimately associat- 
ed in early life. We were in the South 
Oarolina college together—I in the senior 


little blue-box contained all of his scanty 
supply of clothing. He soon distanced all 
competition and in a short time was pres 
pared for college and in December, 1811. 
he entered the junior class and was soon 
acknowledged as the first man in it. 
‘His gr: duating speech—on the ‘Per- 
manence of the Union’'—was remarkable, 
as it set before the country his belief 
in the permane®cy of the 
union, which character- 
ized so many of his 
speeches in the congress, 
React s0 much jeopardized in 
Favorabis. future years. He studied 
from December, 1813, to 
May, 1814, and prepared himself for ad- 
mission in law and equity. He was ad- 
mitted in May, 1814, and settled at Pendle- 
ton and literally did nothing. In Decem- 
ber, 1814, he was a candidate for solici- 
tor, but was defeated by Benjamin H. 
Saxon, of Abbeville. This defeat, which 
he. deemed at the time a great misfor- 
tune, was the turning point in his life, 
which enabled him to selze wealth. fame 
and power as rapidly as he could desire. 
“Hie became the law partner of Colonel 
Eldred Simkins, of Edgefield, who had a 
full practice and fine Nbrary. The means 
McDuffie needed to place him among the 
first lawyers of the state and also to 
introduce him into the best society. His 
rise was rapid, beyond parallel. He was 
successful both in the circuit and court 
of appeals. He practiced in the entire 
western circuit as well as at Edgefield. At 
Abbeville he managed successfully Pat- 
rick Duncan's cases—known as the Jen- 
land cases—for the recovery of 50,000 
acres of land and upward. His fee in this 
ease alone was a moderate fortune. Busi- 
hess from all courts, civil! and criminal, 
poured in upon him. His speech in the 
cease of Taylor v. Hampton upon a ques- 
tion at that time novel in the courts, 
was said to have been a fine one. In 
October, 1818, Mr. McDuffle was elected to

he in the junior class. We were 
open Gham of the Jame Society and de- 
bated many questions together. He was a 
young man Of extraordinary talents, but 
did not have that passionate and eloquent 
declamation which he afterwards dis- 
played in congress. His speeches were 
more argumentatory though eloquent. In 
his junior years he left college by per- 
mission of the faculty to accept a place 
as prorate tutor in the family of’ Colone! 
Haskell, of St. Mathers. He returned in 
October, 1812, to the college and graduated 
with the first honor in the class of that 
year. George McDuffie was born in Co- 
lumbia county, Georgia, about the year 
1788. He was 4 clerk in the mercantile 
establishment of James Calhoun, in Au- 
gusta, Ga. This gentleman mentioned 
him to his brother, William Calhoun, as 
@ lad of great talents. 

“Mr. Wiliam Calhoun, with his char- 
acteristic generosity, proposed to — 
and educate him at Dr. Waddill’s schoo 
at Willington. He took him into his own 
family and sent him to school at Wil-

the house of representatives of South 
Carolina from Edgefield district. 

‘His speeches and habits there won him 
a great celebrity. In 1819 he was elected 
by the board a trustee of the South Caro- 
ina college. In October, 1820, he was 
elected from Edgefield and Abbeville to 
congress as the successor of his early 
friend and patron, Colonel Eldred Lun- 
kins. About this time he was involved 
in the unfortunate duel with Colonel 
Cumming and which Inflicted upon him a 
wound which certainly changed the whole 
character of his disposition, embittered 
his life and finally sent him a wreck to 
his tomb. I make these observations 
from a perfect knowledge of Mr. McDuf- 
fie. In his youth and until wounded he 
was not irritable. Afterwards he was 
very irritable from the nervous irritation 
arising from his spina] wound. In De- 
cember. 1821. McDuffie entered congress 
the advocate of a liberal construction of 
the constitution and the friend of Cal- 
houn. When he changed his view I do 
not know, but I think the change was 


afterwards told me that | the result of honest conviction. The tariff 
| controversy began soon 


after and Mc- 
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Duffie was in the front rank of its op- 
ponents. Hé sustained President Jackson 
tn his election in 1828, but after 1829 he 
ceased to stand by the hero of the hermi- 
tage. In 1829 Mr. McDuffie married the 
daughter of Colonel Richard Singleton, 
but this cup of bliss was soon dashed 
from his lips. 

“She died in 1830, leaving an only child, 
who married Colonel Wade Hampton, 
who in after years became so we!! known 
as South Carolina's ablest statesman and 
the immortal hero of many hard fought 
battles during the late civil war. 

‘In 1830 the nullification movement was 
rushing to a head and he was certainly 
the strongest and boldest of his party in 
the celebrated nullification convention. 

‘In 1824 he delivered one of his strong- 
est speeches against the removal of the 
deposits from the bank of tht United 
States by President Jackson, which he 
characterized ‘as an act of usurpation.’ 

“In December, 1834, he was elected gov- 
ernor and commander-in-chief of the 
State of South Carolina. As president of 
the board of trustees of his alma mater, 
in 1835, he contributed much to raise her 
up by the reorganization of the faculty, 
also organized a regiment of mounted 
soldiers under Colonel Robert Goodwin, 
who were sent by the governor under a 
requisition of the war department against 
the Seminole Indians. 

“He then retired to private life for 
about six years. In 1836 he was etected 
by the board of trustees a trustee of 
South Carolina college and in 1827 the 
legislature conferred the same distinc- 
tion. 

‘‘In 1842 he obeyed the cal! of his state 
to represent her in the United States 
senate. He was prominent in the sub- 
treasury bill and the annexation of Tex- 
&s. Both of these he had opposed former- 
ly, but had lived to see the errors and 
honestly came forward to correct them, 
and he did correct them. : 

“He aided also in the tariff of 1846, 
which he had formerly contended. At 
the close of the session he resigned and 
until the spring of 1851 he lingered a dy- 
ing man, Then closed a life that had been 
remarkable for genius, honesty and elo- 
quencé. 


“In youth, manhood and old age he was 
a@ remarkable man for his taciturnity 
and reserve. He was very abstemious, 
seldom touching wine and never, to my 
knowledge, strong drink, and I believe a 
true patriot. 

“at Davidson college In my address on 
public speaking in 1851 I gave a just de- 
scription of him as an orator and a man 
in a few words. I said, ‘With a thousand 
times more honesty, McDuffie has sur- 
passed the most brilliant efforts of 
France’s greatest orator, Mirabeau. Mc- 
Duffie, with a head as clear as a sun- 
beam, with a heart as pure as honesty 
itself and with a purpose as firm as a 
rock, never spoke unaccompanied with a 
passionate conviction of right. Made his 
arguments as irresistible as the rushing 
flood of his own Savannah.’ 

“The case in which Governor McDuffie 
realized so great a fee was Known on 
the statue books in South Carolina as 
‘Duncah v. fhe occupants of the Jews’ 
land.’ The fee amounted 
to something over $25,000, 
the largest fee at that 
time ever received by any 
southern member of the 
That Time. bar. Probably the most 

successful collector of 
large fees since that in the south was 
our own beloved Ben Hill. I have it from 
undisputed authority that this gentleman, 
from the date of his entry into his pro- 
fession up to the time of his death, real- 
ized at least $90,000 per annum. Mr. Hiil 
was, however, a very iiberal man, as well 
as good liver, consequently amassed but 
little. leaving rather a small estate at 
his death. 

“Of Mr. McDuffie’s parentage but little 
is known. Some say that his mother was 
quite poor and lived in a log cabin 
upon a rented place near the present 
site of Thomson, the court house town 
of McDufMe county. This county was 
named after him and it used to be re- 
lated by fhe ol@er settlers of that part of 
the county that just a few years before 
his death Governor McDuffie came 
through the country from his own Home 
in South Carolina to visit the place of 
his nativity. They well remember the 
fine looking old gentleman, who, with 
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| white flowing beard, passed in fine style 


through their neighborhooS, but was not 
able to locate his mother’s home, not & 
vestige of a building on the place being 
left. It is remarkable that this poor Co- 
lumbia county boy should so distinguish 
himself that his onTy daughter should 
marry into the Hampton family, said to 
be the richest in South Carolina. 

“Hon. William Cumming was a native 
of Augusta and about the age of Gover- 
nor McDuffie. He was of rich parentage 
and after having an excellent education 
he studied Jaw at Litchfield, Conn. In- 
heriting a fortune in his youth, he never 
practiced law, but gave his attention to 
politics and was quite a brave soldier, as 
the following short sketch wiil show. 
Soon after attaining his majority he was 
made major of the Eighth infantry and 
during the British war of 1812 was very 
severely wounded in the battle of Chrys- 
lies Field. For bravery shown on this 
oceasion he was promoted, appointed ad- 
jutant general with the rank of colonel, 
and in 1814, at Lunday’s Lane, he was 
again wounded. 

“After this he retired from the army, 
but was offered the position of quarter- 
master general of the United States 
army; this he refused, also in 1848 he re- 
fused the position of major general of the 
army which was tended him by Presi- 
dent Polk. 

“In politics Colonel Cumming actively 
opposed Calhoun’s nullification doctrine, 
always being a prominent leader through- 
out the south in the union party, hence 
his antagonism to McDuffie, which led to 
the unfortunate duel. 

“At the time of the duel between these 
two gentlemen amusing accounts in the 
papers of the day wege given of their 
rushing from one point to another, each 
attended by a long retinue of friends in 
their equipages, attempting to find a 
place of meeting and loudly accusing 
each other of betraying their intentions 
to the officers of the law. Aside from 
military assertions Colonel Cumming, in 


his long eventful career, never evinced 


'a desire for office of any kind. 


“In his old age he spent his days in 


Augusta enjoying the privacy and ele- 
| gant leisure of a southern gentleman.”

HERE did it come from, 

any how?’ asked a north- 

ern visitor, referring to the 

omnipresent “razorback” 

of the far south. Well, 

sure enough, where did it 

come from? Who can an- 

swer? Not one in ten, nay, 

hot one in fifty, of those 

who benefit, or suffer, 

through its presence in 

their midst, can solve the 

riddle, yet after all it is 

easy of solution. We have 

but to turn back the pages of history. 

The razorback of Europe (only, of course, 

tt Was not then or there so-called, this 

witty bit of insult being left for us Amer- 

icans to perpetuate), was the ancestor of 

the domestic pig, and from this wonderful 

evolution sprang our southern “razor- 

Lack,’’ which was really an ex-evolution. 

Or return to nature. And now let us see 
how this came to pass. 

The -hog is well nigh as cosmopolitan 
as man himself. It is a native of Europe 
and of Asia, and when the first explorers 
of the South sea landed upon its many 
islands, they found tha hog at home 
there. In the early years of Great Brit- 
ain the hog roved its forests at will, and 
in the tenth and eleventh centurics we 
find it protected by game laws. 

In a wild state the adult males ueually 
reve about in solitary state, but the fe- 
maics and young keep together in large 
companies. That an instinct for mutual 
protection is the source of this friendly 
sociability is evident from the fact that 
When attacked by wolves or bears, or 
other enemics, the stronger hogs put 
themselves in front, while the weaker and 
younger go to the rear. The boars are 
well able to defend themselves, being 
provided wth formidable tusks, with 
which they are able to gore and tear 
an antagonist In a fearful manner. Hence 
they have neither need nor incli»ation to 
herd together. 

In the wild hog, of waich our razcrback 
is 2 type, the neck is carried well for- 
ward and ig thick and strong. The skin is 
Very thick and mostly covered with stift 
bristles, those in the back ef the neck 
becoming a mane, especially in the males. 


|The muzzle is elongated, and terminates 


cartilaginous disk, furnished with 
a special small bone, and used, together 
with the tusks, in digging and turning 
up the sof] when searching for roots or 
cther food. The canine teeth are long, 
powerful, curved, and project sideways 
from the jaw. It is these that form the 
dreaded weapons of the males. and the 
scarcely less dangerous tusks of the fe- 
males. 

The wild hog is still found in the for- 
csts in many parts of Europe, and its 
chase forms one of the most exciting 
sports, especiAlly when pursued on horse- 
back, with only the spear as a weapon. 
“Pig-sticking’’ is the not very suphcneous 
name given to this species of hunt in 
Europe and India. The speed of the wild 
hog is surprising, and the chase often 
leads the determined hunter a hard ride 
of 7 or 8 miles, before the hog is brought 
to bay. Nor is the victory always with 
the hunter even then, for many a man 
und horse goes down before the fierce rush 
of the boar, and the ripping biow of 
these terrible tusks. 

The spear or javelin is thrust or thrown 
at the boar as he flees or charges. It is 
seidom, however, save in the latter case, 
that the hunter gets near enough to 
use the spear while still in his hands, for 
the wild hog is swifter than the swiftest 
horse. His enemies cannot come to close 
quarters unless he so chooses, and then 
they would often prefer to have a greater 
distance between them. Quite recently, 
in India, a party of “pig-stickers” 
brought a large boar to bay. it was in 
an open space in the jungle, and he was 
surrounded by his foes. So there he stood 
in the midst of the living circle of men 
and horses, his eyes gieaming, his teeth 
gnashing and foaming. Suddenly he made 
@ furious charge at the horses, rushing 
first toward one, then toward another. 

The horses had had experience of the 
prowess of their foe, and they reared and 
plunged, in several instances throwing 
their riders, whose Nves were saved only 
by the quick interposition of their more 
lucky comrades. Accustomed as most of 
the horses were to “pig-sticking’’ hunts, 
not one of them could be brought eo far 
under control as to face the angry boar. 
or even to remain within javelin throw. 
One horse after another was put to flight, 
until soon the whole party was utterly 
routed. The triumphant boar hesitated a 
moment, in evident doubt as to whether 
it was worth while to pursue jhem, but 
hé decided in the negative. and, with a 
grunt expressive of scorn, quietly ambled 
off into the jungles. 

He left behind him two horses with 
Aarks and belly terribly lacerated, one of 
whom had to be shot te put it vut of its 
misery, and three men disabied, one of 
them with a broken leg. It was not alone 
the heddiong, furiour charge that did the 
inischief. out the boar's sudden swerving

from a straight course, snapping and 
thrusting right and left where least ex- 
pected or prepared for. He even reared 
on his hind legs in order to give a blow 
with greater force with those formida- 
ble tusks of his, and several times he 
leaped high into the air, almost landing

known that the wild hog is a wonderful 
leaper, a jump of 9 feet having often 
been placed to its credit. 

Although more of a vegetalle than an 
animal feeder, the hog, both in the wild 
and domestic state, comes nearer to being 
omnivorous than any other creature, un- 
less, indeed, fit be the ostrich. It will 
eat any dead animal it may find, and 
sometimes converts a live one into a dead 
one for its owr. benefit, if it happens to 
be hungry. Buffon, the great naturalist, 
tells us that he found in the stomach of 
a wild boar the skin of a deer, the feet 
and legs of a large bird, some egg shells, 
and a mass of roots and grass. 

In most countries the domesticated hog 
is and has always been highly valued, not 
alone for its food products, but for its 
hide, which makes the best leather for 
saddles, and its stiff bristles. which are 
esteemed in making brushes. There are 
also several by-products furnished by the 
bog. 

The Mosiacal law, 
swine as unclean animals, and therefore 
unfit to be eaten, aithough why this 
should have been so is hard to explain. 
So far did the Jews carry this prohibition 
as to declare the hog to be a vile and 
evil beast, and those who came in con- 
tact with it, or even with anything it had 
touched, to be themselves unclean. The 
Egyptian, among whom the Jews had so 
long been captive, held the same extreme 
views regarding the hog. It 1s true that 
the flesh of this anima! is held to be un- 
wholesome in warm climates, but this 
could hardly have been a reason for its 
being branded as a “vile. unclean beast’ 
by so intelligent a nation as that of 
Evypt. 

The Mahommedans followed the Jews 
and Egvptians in their aversion to the 
hog, and also laid a ban upon its flesh 
as an article of food. The Arabs view 
this much discussed animal from a dif- 
ferent standpoint, and believe that it 
possesses supernatural powers, being able 
to speak their own language when it so 
desires In fact, cases are om record 
where !t has so addressed and reproached 
its pursuers, thug putting them to rout 
in terror. 

Chief among several popular fallacies 
regarding the hog is the fact that It pre- 
fers filth to cleanliness. This is as far 
2s possible from the truth. The hog, 
in its wild state, is as clean as any other 
wild animal, and neither in its native nor 
‘domestic state does it “love to wallow in 
mud aud filth.’ The wild hog never does 
so, because it is free to choose, and the 
domestic never does either, unless com- 
pelled by the neglect or ignorance cf its 
owner. A filthy pen is not the choice of 
the pies confined in it, but the disgrace 
of their master, and a prolific source of 
disease. 

Another fallacy ia that 
stupid animal. On the contrary, it is 
capable of developing considerable intel- 
ligence and is easily rendered very tame 
and familiar, even answering to its name. 
Instances are not wanting where pigs 
have been so trained as to be publicly ex- 
hibited as trick animals. It is quite pos- 
sible that some of our readers may have 
seen such a quaint troupe, as not long 
ago there was such a one making a tour 
of the country. 

The hog possesses a keen scent, a qual. 
ity that it has often been trained to use 
for the benefit of its owners. In Europe, 
ior instance, the pig is employed i9 
seamh for wild truffles, and is wonderful- 
ly successful. There are severa: icstances 
or. record, also, where hogs have been 
trained as pointers, and have done excel- 
lent service in that capacity, often finding 
birds that the dogs had overlooked. 

The oddities of a sow thus trained 
worth relating. Her name was Sallie, and 
she knew it as well as any dog 
lowe of the chase was so strong that when 
ner master was away, or too busy to 
nunt, she would trot 7 miles to 
the home of her next best friend, in 
the hope of enticing him out with his 
gun. Sallie pointed every kind of game, 
with the exception of the hare, to which 
the paid not the least attention, but 
never condescended to give any reason 
therefor. 

Sallie was always ready and eager to 
tack the logs. but they. the spoiled aris- 
tecrats, resented the presence of 1 plebian 
pig They were so jealous that they re- 
fused to do their duty by any game that 
was unearthed by Sallie, and so the lat- 
ter came finally to be used only in soell- 
tary hunts, where she had the field all to 
herzelf. Her scent was so keen that sho 
cften pointed birds at # yaris. If they 
rose on the wing. she ran to the place 
they had just left, and touched her nose 
to the very spot. If the birds ran in- 
stead of taking to their wings, she fol 
lowed and pointed again. Saliie was fa- 
mous in all the country round about, and 
pointed with wonderful suecess for sey- 
eral years, but alas, for poor Sallie' Too 
much fame turned her head, and by and 
by she concluded to hunt on her own 
account. So many sheep and lambs fell 
before her sharp tusks that the hunter 
tecame the hunted, and was reluctantly 
killed by her owner. 

It will be a further surprise to many 
to learn that the hog has often heen 
trained to draw a carriage. Once upon a 
time a farmer drove into the market place 
at St. Alltans, England. his team being 
composed of four large hogs. Regardless 
of the wontering crovd. he calmly pro- 
ceeded to water, stavle and feed his queer 
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steeds, and two hours later, his business 
finished, harnessed them again and drove 
home, a distance of 3 miles. But even this 
feat pales before that of another English 
farmer who had a wager that he would 
ride his boar pig in one hour, from his 
home to Wisbeach, a distance of 4 miles 
and a quarter. Having thus pledged his 
word, he trained his strange nag to the 
saddle anl bridic, and won his wager, 
with some minutes to spare. Still anctner 
farmer trained one of his pics to leap a 
fence 5 feet high at the word of com- 
mand. 

Stull another popular fallacy with re- 
gard to this much abused animal, is that 
if it attempts to swim, its sharp fore- 
feet will cut-its threat. On the contrary, 
the hog is a splendid swimmer, and takes 
to the water on occasions without tae 
least hesitation. As a matter of fact, it 
is thoroughly at home in the water, and 
has often been known to swim from 6 to 
10 miles without a pause. 

In view of the facts we have noted, it 
is rather odd that fn all ages and in all 
places the hog at large, either wild or 
tame, has been the object of dislike and 
rancour, even to the extent of lawsuits, 
not only its owner, but actually against 
the hog itself in its own person. In Eng- 
land, in the year 1543,, Henry VIII and the 
‘most high court of parliament at West- 
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minster,’ promulgated “n act ordering 
that “Swine shall not go in a wood un- 
ringed,”’ under penalty of a forfeit of 4 
pence for every swine found at large un- 
ringed, half the said 4 pence to go to the 
finder thereof and the other half to the 
owner of the woodland. 

The Puritans of New Plymouth in 1688 
decreed that “‘It is ordered by the court 
that every man shall pay XI J (pence), a 
swine, for every swyne he hath keept and 
were never ringed, before this court, 
Sandwich. All the rest of the town is to 
be fyned itn like manner for their swine 
not ringed.”’ 

Later still, in 1705, and under the gentle 
rule of William Penn, we find a most 
stringent law in foree. “No swine shall 
be suffered to run at large without rings 
and yokes, under the penalty of forfeit- 
ing half the value thereof, If any person 
should find swine at large on his land, 
within 14 miles of the Delaware river, 
without rings in their noses sufficient 
to keep them from turning up 
the ground, and triangular or 
three-cornered yokes or bows about thelr 
necks, and to extend at least 6 Inches 
from the angular point or corner, suffi- 
clent to keep them from breaking through 
fence, it was In such case lawful for the 
finder to kill or capture them, their 
owner receiving one-half thelr value, as 
appraised by ‘two in erent persons of 
their neigh »orhood.,”’

are recorded more than sixty instances 
of trials in which swine were actually 
placed at the bar and tried as formally 
as human criminals.

All intercourse between soidiers 

end prisoners was strictly prohibited, « 

violation of such order being at first 

eeverely punished, and repetition leaving 

tnem open to be arraigned before a courte 

martial. Many orders were issued with- 
out sense or reason in them. 

The escape of Grenfcil was 
blow struck the commander, who felt 
dubious about his commission.  Conse- 
quently, something had to be done to ex- 
onerate himself from al! blame, He com- 
municated to headquarters that Grenfell 
had been furnished with means by out- 
siders, Which had been used in bribing 
the s@itinel: also that he had consider- 
able money In his possession when he 
escaped. This was not so. Grenfell did 
rot have In his possession at the time of 
bis escape $25. He could have gone with- 
out a dollar, as the rule of the place was 
as disgusting to the soldier as it was to 
those confined, and help at any time 
would have been rendered to any man 
who desired to escape, providing that the 
soldiers in so doing were not compro- 
mised. 

The remaining prisoners had to bear the 
brunt for the escane of Grenfeil and the 
others. They were worked from sunrise 
vntil sunset in the heat of the boiling 
sun, a provost guard, with the command- 
ing officer and the provost marshal, more 
frequently than otherwise, standing over 
them and hurrying them up. Not a mo- 
ment’s rest was allowed during the day, 
excepting at dinner hour, and this contin- 
ued until the Fifth artillery was relieved, 
Cn March 10, 1869. 

Seven prisoners were sent there from 
Eutaw, Ala., for the alleged offense of 
threatening to ride a carpet-bagger on a 
tall. On them was centered a deep hatred 
and prejudice. They were termed kuklux 
by the provost marshal for the purpose 
ef engendering hatred in the hearts of

When they were torn from their homes 
and families supplies of every kind were 
denied them. They suffered from indig- 
Nities heaped upon them all along the 
Toute from Eutaw to Dry Torgugas, 
welghted down in chains and most spite- 
‘uly used by those in charge of them. AS 
& matter of course, they were without 
Money, and’ when released they asked for 
transportation and subsistence to their 
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homes, which was denied them. They 
were taken to Key West, an island In the 
sea, and there, among strangers, were 
left to make the best of the situation that 
they could. 

Aided by Friends. 

From them [I learned that they meg 
with friends (all being Free Masons) and, 
without the assistance of the govern- 
ment, safely arrived at their homes. But 
a short time after the departure of the 
prisoners from Eutaw, Ala., it was re- 
ported that some parties had been over- 
heard to express an opinion as to how 
easy a matter it would be to break 
through their quarters into one of the 
soldiers’ company quarters some night, 
Seize their guns when the whole garrison, 
excepting those on duty. was at the thea- 
ter, overcome the guard and seize the 
quartermaster’s schooner. Matchless, 
moored at the wharf, raise anchor, cut 
ropes and put to sea. 

This rumor reached the ears of the pro- 
vost marshal. so said, when in a trice the 
most stringent measures were adopted to 
frustrate the design. Double sentinels 
were placed over the prisoners’ quarters, 
and every privilege formerly granted was 
rescinded. Myself and companions be- 
came the recipients of a neaessity created 
only to persecute. From the first touch 
of the hand of the military branch of 
the United States we had received the 
full weight of their cruelty,and tyranny; 
we had been made to study fhe effects of 
partial and then of total darkness, of 
damp and loathsome cells, of foul and 
filthy dungeons. of tortures. irons and 
chains, of degradation of all kinds, and 
now we were forced to study branches of 
a more edifying nature, aS we were 
boarded up and denied the pleasure of 


,looking upon mother earth and the few 


green spots of vegetation growing within 
the inclosure of the fort, the only visible 
parts of the creation left us to observe 
being the overhanging sky and_ the 
boundless deep. They determined by 
such procedure and action that we should 
become learned in astronomy and naviga- 
tion. 

This uniust proceeding on the part of 
those ruling not only deprived our quar- 
ters of proper ventilation but caused the 
dampness to increase. and at the same 
time had a tendency to cast odium upon 
vs alone. Every person in and out of the 
fort was confronted with it, and natural- 
Iv were led to inauire why of all quar- 
ters this alone was boarded up. 

As no cause had heen assigned for this 
unlooked-for and sudden display of 
hatred of the provost marshal, we ap- 
plied to the commanding officer to be in- 
formed as to what offense we had com- 
mitted to justify such action and whether 
he was acting upon secret information, 
and. if so, we desired to be confronted 
with our accusers, knowing that we had 
neither infringed upon the rules goven- 
ing nor contemplated any unlawful un- 
dertakingz. 

We were Informed that we were not ac- 
cused of anything, but that the rumor 
was current of tne contemplated escape 
of some of the prisoners, and that the 
boards were placed up to prevent pris- 
oners from crossing the guard house shed 
into the corridor beyond, thence into the 
inclosure of the fort. A poor excuse was 
better than none. Immediately below our 
quarters was stationed the whole guard 
and two sentinels guarded all exits from 
the fort. who had full view at all ilmes 
of our Immediate quarters. which would 
have rendered it impossible for anyone 
to have crossed over. Even had it ae 
possible to have eluded the vigilance 0 
the sentinels at this point, they would 
have been forced to have come in dire: t 
contact with the entire guard as thes et 
scended the steps leading to the groun 
work of the inclosure of the fort. ne 

Finding that we could not accomm sh 
having the boards removed, we oy 
resigned to the new order of things. 
never afterwards asking any questions 
relative to it. This continued until a oa 
days before our departure from the

“Andrew Johnson, President of 
United States of America: To all to whom 
these presents shall come, greeting: 

“Whereas, On the 306th day of June. in 
the year 1865, one Samuel B. Arnold was, 
by the judgment of a military comm!s- 
sion, convened and holden in the city of 
Washington, declared guilty of the speci- 
fication wherein he was charged in the 
words and figures following, to-wit: And 
in further prosecution of said conspiracy 
the said Samuel Arnold. did. 
military department and the _ military 
lines aforesaid, on or before the 6th day 
of March, A. D. 1865, and on divers other 
days and times between that day and the 
lstnh day of April, A. D. combine, 
conspire with and aid, counsel, abet, com- 
fort and support the said John Wilkes 
Booth, Lewis Payne, George A. Atzerodt, 
Michael O’Laughlin and their confed@ 
erates in said unlawful, murderous and 
traitorous conspiracy and the execution 
thereof as aforesaid: and, 

“Whereas, The sentence imposed hy 
said muitury commission upon the said 
Samuel Arnold was that he be imprison- 
ed at hard labor for life, and the confine- 
ment under such sentence was directed 
to be had in the military prison at Dry 
Tortugas, Fla., and the said Samuel Ar- 
noid has been for more than three years 
and six months, and now is suffering the 
infliction of such sentence; and, 

“Whereas, The evidence adduced 
against said Arnold before the said mili- 
tary commission leaves room for uncer- 
tainty as to the true measure and nature 
of the complicity of the said Arnold in 
the said murderous and traitorous con- 
spiracy, and it is apparent that the said 
Arnold rendered no active assistance 
whatsoever to the said Booth and his 
confederates in the actual execution of 
said abominable crime: and 

“Whereas, The pardon of the said Ar- 
nold is strongly recommended by the city 
council and more than two hundred other 
citizens of Baltimore and vicinity. 

‘“‘Now, therefore, be it known, that I, 
Aridrew Johnson, president of the United 
States of America, {In consideration of 
the premises, divers other and sufficlent 
reasons me thereunto moving, do hereby 
grant to the said Samuel B. Arnold a full 
and unconditional pardon. 

‘In testimony whereof I have hereunto 
signed my. name and cause the seal of 
the United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the city of 
Washington this first 
day of March, A. D., 
1869, and in the inde 
pendence of the United 
States the Ninety-third. 
(Signed) “ANDREW JOHNSON, 
“President of the United States. 
“WILLIAM H. SEWARD, 
“Secretary of State.’’ 

I was at last a free man. 

I have in the foregoing pages strictly 
confined myself to the’ truth, compiled 
from a diary as dally taken not by me. It

has not been written through malice nor

vindictiveness on my part. but solely for 
the purpose of giving to the world the 
manner of treatment adopted and pur- 
sued in my respective case, th during 
the period awaiting trial, throughout the 
trial itself, and even after sentence had 
been imposed. Also relative to the treat- 
ment of others undergoing sentence and 
confined at Dry Tortugas. Florida. 

The hatred engendered by the civil 
war had not yet &baied. The crime in 
which I was supposed to have been con- 
nected, and for which I was Imprisoned, 
was of such an abominable and atrocious 
nature that the hatred which at first had 
been instilled into the hearts of the entire 
nation did not subside during my entire 
incarceration. They looked upon me as a 
monster, from the sentence imposed by 
the military commission, and nothing 
eould be brought to bear to change or 
modify their deep-rooted convictions. 

Not even the government nor those in 
high authority could be appeased, and. 
they still persecuted, even afier sentence 
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had been imposed, and would have con- 
tinued to do so had I remained under 
their charge. To have obtained justice 
at or about the period of my trial was 
an impossibility, as well as. q@ fruitless 
undertaking, whilst the public mind was 
in such chaotic exeffement and frenzy. 
Evidence was hardly necessary to con- 
vict. The desire was only to gratify and 
appease the public mind, and to avenge 
the death of Abraham Lincoln. 

The erime in itself was of Such a base, 
cowardly, damnable and atrocious nature 
that it necessitated harsh measures, yet 
justice should have interposed its hand, 
separating the innocent from the gullty, 
which was not performed in the begin- 
ping, nor through the entire period of my 
imprisonment. 

Will History Lie? 

History wil] associate my name as one 
of the participators in the crime, but in 
doing so it will lie, as I Was as guiltless 
as an unborn babe as to knowledge or 
connection in any way Whatsoever in the 
horrible crime. When General Thomas 
Ewing, who had been retained by me as 
counsel. came to see me in my cell he re- 
marked that he would have nothing to 
do with the case if I was in any way 
connected with the crime. I told him that 
I was ag innocent as he was himself as 
to knowledge, connection or participation 
therein; that had T been a party to it, or 
have counseled, abetted or aided in any 
manner the commission of the horrib'e 
act, I would have scorned to solicit de- 
fense: would have pleaded guilty to the 
charge. and met with whatever doom the 
government might impose with as much 
fortitude as T could command. feeling 
that I had by my own act entuiled upon 
myself its full burden and merit. 

After the consultation had ended he he- 
came counsel for me. lenarrated to him 
the entire knowledge I possessed, and my 
connection with Pooth at one time. and 
gave the narges of wf. nesses to be sum- 
moned in my case. As he was upon the 
point of leaving my cell his eye centered 
upon the hood, which had been removed 
before his entry and hurriedly thrown Iin- 
to one corner of the cell. He inquired 
of me what it was, and [ remarked. 
handing it to him. “A torture invented 
by Edwin M. Stanton. secretary of war.” 

After a careful examination of it in all 
lis devices and details he made some very 
uncomplimentary remarks in reference to 
Stanton, which 1 forbear expressing. 
requested him in the opening of my 
fense to give the nation and the world 
large my treatment. His reply, in 
was: “The less you say about that 
better; you have a d— hard court to tr) 
you.” 

Hope died within my heart at his utter- 
ances, and from that hour I endeavored 
to nerve myself to meet my fat fully 
expecting to meet with death. To my 
father, who was allowed to see me twice 
during my trial, I the same 
views, stating that perjury was being 
subordinated and being resorted to to 
secure my conviction. From the moment 
General Ewing made that remark I lost 
all interest in the trial and surroundings, 
and patiently awaited my doom—death, I] 
thought. 

There never Was apy conneciion be- 
tween Booth and the confederate authori- 

les. IT was {fn Booth'’s confidence. and 
had anything existed as such he would 
have made known the fact to me. RBe- 
sides, such a quixotic scheme would have 
been laughed at by them had it been pos- 
sible for Booth to have obtained audience 
with them, and he would have been 
missed from their presence, and in all 
probability been overlooked as an insane 
man. The scheme originated in Booth's 
own visionary mind; he became a mono- 
maniac on the success of the confederate 
arms, a condition which generally fol- 
when a man’s thoughts are con- 
Stantly centered upon one subject alone. 

His last act was the act of a mac- 
man, and I am convinced that he did it 
in a moment of temporary, insanity, 
caused by the defeat of the confederate

lost. This is my opinion. which cannot be 
controverted in this world: its truth or 
falsity will only be known in the world 
to come. 

The men by whom he had 
rounded and who had associated them- 
Selves with him were, to a great extent, 
ignorant men. They clung to him for 
the bounty they were receiving at Booth's 
hand. No labor to perform to earn their 
living. Booth providing it, and they were 
Willing to let it so continue, hugging 
within themselves the thought the fast- 
approaching end of the war would soon 
dissolve companionship and_ terminate 
the conspiracy in which they were en- 
gaged, without any bodily harm falling 
to thelr lot. 

When, in his frenzy, he made known 
his design to them they were so en- 
tangled that retreat was impossible, and 
even had they attempted to do so, without 
surrendering themselves to the authori- 
ties, their knowledge alone would have 
made them just as guilty before the law 
as if the blow had been struck by their 
own hand. 

Herold, a mere boy, acting {fg the role 
of pllot, steering Booth through the coun- 
try, taking no part in the murder itself, 
thought. in his ignorance of the law, that 
he would not be reached. Atzerodt, of 
same mold, thought the same when he 
fled, failing to execute the part assigned 
him to be performed by Booth, ignorant 
of the fact that before the law he was 
just as guilty as Booth, who committed 
the deed. 

Payne was differently 
far from his native sta& in a strange 
city—penniless. Booth had for months 
provided for him—food, lodging and rai- 
ment, and limited means to meet his 
daily incidental expenses. For all these 
things he could not be ungrateful; 
sides, he was subordinate to Booth’s 
stronger mind, who controlled him jn his 
every movement, and when the crime to 
be committed was sprung upon him he 
was as bold and as fearless as Booth 
himself, and tried his best to carry on 
the part allotted to him by Booth to per- 
form. 

These four men comprised the entire 
conspirators in that crime.

Great interest will be taken in the fate 
of a new weekly review which is about 
to be published in Paris. This periodical 
will be an innovation in that it will be 
printed spartiy in French and partly in 
English. Bach week tne “editorial and 
the ‘‘weekly story” will be in French, but 
the rest of the text will be set forth in 
the Anglo-Saxon tongue. The periodical 
will be called The Weekly Critical Re- 
view, and if the pace at which it is be- 
ing started can be kept up its success 
should be certain. The list of contribnu- 
tors to the first number is one of the 
most brilliant ever offered by a Frenca 
publication and includes the names of 
Jules Verne, Georges Ohnet, Francois 
Coppee, Rodin, the sculptor; Paul Bour- 
get, Alfred Capus, author of “The Two 
Schools,” and Jules Claretie, director of 
the Comedie Francaise. 

Theodore Roosevelt has written an in- 
troduction to “A Woman That Toils,” 2 
story of unusual human interest, written 
by Marie and Bessie Van Vorst, to be 
published by Doubleday, Page & Co., 
early in February. The authors are both 
trained writers, and the former is the 
daughter of the late Judge Van Vorst, of 
New York. They tell their own experi- 
ences as working girls in a Pittsburg 
pickle factory; in Perry,-a mill town of 
New York; in clothing houses in Chicago; 
in the shoe factories at Lynn, and in the 
southern cotton mills. They set out to 
learn about the lives of American girls 
that work, and their story is highly com- 
mended by Mr. Roosevelt, who writes at 
considerable length to make observations 
of his own.

The same number 

nas been employed, the same 

amount oc money has been expended, and 

che attendance has been kept up. The 

expenditures for educational purposes 

‘tmount to $3,000,000 annually, the number 

of teachers is 3,500, and the attendance is 

160,000 Out of a population of 1,500,000. This 

ts a higher rate of attendance propor- 

honately than the average in the United 
States. 

There are several reasons for this large 
attendance. There were no public schools 
in Cuba before those established after 
the intervention of the United States, and 
there was a large turnout in the begin- 
ning On account of their being something 
new. lIearing that the interest would 
diminish as the novelty of the thing wore 
off, a very rigid truant law was put Into 
effect. Throughout the island fhere are 
1,0 truant officers who patrol the various 
districts and round up all those disposed 
fo be delinquent fn avaiiing ‘themsves 
of the educatienal privileges afforded 
them. The entire time of these triant 
Officers is at the @isposal of the govern- 
ment, and the results show that they aré 
earning their salaries. Mcre than 15.000 
children have been brought to s¢hoo! and 
are being kept there by these ecouts of 
the department. There is a law which 
gives all school cases preference in the 
couns and parents who neglect the op- 
portunity of having their children edu- 
eated find it impossible to evade the re- 
sponsibility or to avoid the penalty. Fines 
are assessed against the offenders until 
they are made to understand that it is 
cheaper to send their children to schoo! 
than to keep them at home. 

Only the elementary studies are taught 
in the Cuban public schools because the 
most of the population is ignorant, and 
because there are no teachers qualified to 
Instruct in the higher branches. The 
highest grades correspond to the fifth 
grade in the United States, which con- 
sists of the fourth reader, elementary 
arithmetic, geography, history of Cuba 
and the United States, elementary gram- 
mar, physiology, hygiene, drawing and 
orthography. English js being taught in 
Only a few of the schools because there 
are no competent instructors. Besides 
these studies manual training is taught 
in the schools of Havana, Cienfuegos, 
Matanzas, Sagua la Grande, Santiago 
and Cardenas.

Ability. 3,500 instructors who are 

now employed there are 
very few educated well enough to pass 
examination in the fifth grade in the 
United States. When they began teach- 
ing a short time ago few of them knew 
more than to read and write. They had 
to learn as they went along. 

Fortunately their work was simple be- 
cause none of their pupils had been to 
School at all. .It was an easy matter for 
them to keep ahead of their classes All 
the advantages possible have been given 
them for instruction, and they are mak- 
ing the best of them. Many of these girls 
Were sent to the United States for pre- 
liminary instructicn, and the authorities 
there marveled at their capacity for im- 
bibing knowledge. One well-known in- 
Biructor told me these Cuban girls were 
natural born teachers. He said he had a 
Class of thirty young women who came 
to him almost unlettered and who did 
not know the first principles of teaching. 
He put them to work starting from the 
most simple foundation. In the recita- 
tions his plan’ was to appoint twenty 
of them as pupils, nine as_ critics 
and one a teacher. The teacher was 
told to work with her class as if they 
were really chila@ren, and the rest were 
to criticise her method. 

Imagine if yo. can a erowd of Ameri- 


as 


can teachers getting down to this simple 
formula. They would make a burlesque 
of it and convert it into a roaring farce. 
But these Cuban girls entered into the 
Spirit of the thing and soon demonstrated 
surprising qualities for the profession of 
teaching. They are very quick and apt. 
at illustration. At first application their 
discipline in the schools was very had. 
They did not know exactly what constitut- 
ed discipline, but their patience soon won 
the way and the deportment has greatly 
improved and is becoming better all the 
while. The Latin woman ts exceedingly 
fond of children no matter whether they 
belong to her or some One else. She is 
very patient and untiring’ with them and 
this great sympathy is, given as one of 
the reasons for her S\jccess in her new 
calling. 

The children have’ proved a revelation 
as far as adeptnesg is concerned as well 
as capacity fo retaining knowledge. 
Many of the lgWer classes in these island 
countries arg the hardest headed cus- 
tomers to found anywhere. It is very 
difficult to make them understand any- 
thing oOufside of their small store of 
knowled It has often been said that 
it would be very hard to do anything with 
the chiidren of these people, but strange 
to say t*.ese little shavers, white, black or 
choc’ ate colored, as the case may be, are 
sh?.p as tacks. The Latin youngster 
lgarns as fast as any of them. The Afri-

in @ manner that is astonishing. In the 
first stages of education he goes ahead 
of the American Indian or the southern 
negro. A great many people believe that 
he will live up to his early promise be- 
cause there are so many skilled artisans 
here. There are colored carpenters, 
painters, cigar manufacturers and repre- 
sentatives in all the trades who have had 
no Opportunities for early training. The 
United States negro rarely rises above 
being a laborer, and a poor one at that. 
It is too early to begin to sum up re- 
sults On education in Cuba, but the start 
that has been made certainly gives much 
promise. 

The jlliterate in Cuba, and among the 
Latins in general for that matter, are 
mot the only ones who need education. 
Instruction has not gone far enough with 
the better classes—particularly the wom- 
en. It is argued that a woman does not 
need higher education. She is trained 
carefully for domestic pursuits and her 
devotion to home and family is noted. 
But her education does not proceed far 
beyond that. Her life is not such as to 
broaden her intellect or enlarge upon the 
book learning she receives vthen very 
young. As a girl she has absolutely no 
freedom. 

If she goes for a walk or to perform 
some little errand some one must 
company her. She sees many people 

from the baleony of her 
house, or the carriage as 
She drives in the Streets

P men callers begin to 
come some member of her family must 
always be present and take part In the 
conversation. The custom gives little op- 
portunity even for free exchange of opin- 
jon among the women. Calls are formal 
and all visits are generally made to a 
house on the afternoon or evening known 
to be the accustomed time for receiving. 
In a room filled with people all remarks 
must be made carefully. The mothers 
cannot converse about confidential mat- 
ters before their daughters, and the girls 
have little opportunity to get well ac- 
quainted with each other. One young 
woman whose parents are Latins, but 
who was born and raised in the United 
States, and who was educated up to our 
standard before coming back to live 
among the people of her blood, language 
and religion, said: 

“When I go to make calls I am asked 
why I stay such a short time. The reason 
Is that after the first formal exchange of 
courtesy is over the situation becomes 
tiresome. Al] talk is Hght and on the 
surface. There is nothing in common be- 
tween me and the girls I know here. 
They do not know plays, nor books, nor 
people of note not Known to them per- 
sonally, and have no opinions to offer on 
the things that are of interest to my girl 
friends in the states. The secret of our 
difference is that they are not well-in- 
formed. They are inexperienced and al- 
together dependent. Suppose you re- 
mained shut up at home all day, and was 
never allowed to go anywhere without 
somebody tramping on your heels, or to 
talk to anyone without someone alway 
in earshot; suppose you were never trust- 


fed out of sight nor permitted to do any- 


thing on your own judgment, how could 
you possibly have much mental develop- 
ment-or will power or confidence in your 
ability to help yourself or anyone else? 
You wouldn’t have very much energy 
and force, no matter how bright you 
might be na.uralty, if you were bound 
and fettered by such old and senseless 
customs,”’ 

This is the situation exactly. Across 
the street from where [I live there is a 
pretty girl who is never to be seen during 
the day. Sometimes I can hear her 
drumming on the piano in the morning, 
but in the afternoon the blinds are drawn 
and there is no indication of life within 
except the occasional appearance of a 
servant. Finally when the sun gets low 
and shade falls ecross the balcony, the 
shutters rattle, the door slams as it is 
thrown back against the wall, and the 
liftile senorita, well primped and powder- 
ed and frizzed, draws out an easy chair 
to make her daily inspection of the world 
as it rolls noisily along below her. She 
rocks and fans and fans and rocks—a 
little prisoner of hope, dreaming by day 
and night of the coming of her lord and 
master. And when he comes, sorry 
knight though he may be, she will go to 
him with a great love and will. render 
him a devotion that will be beautiful—a 
devotion far and away beyond that he 
will deserve, because he will be as bad as 
she is good. She will continue on in her 
solitude. Instead of belng emancipation 
her marriage will be added bondage on 
account of the cares that will come with 
motherhood. From being a prisoner she 
will become a slave. 

The Latin mother runs at the beck and 
eall of her children until they marry or 
die.

The daughters cannot 
go to parties unless their mothers take 
them and remain until the long pro- 
gTammes are danced through.

Antwerp Is Gateway for Uncle Sam’s Enor- 
mous European Trade 


CARPENTER. | 
standing in the chief 
American gateway to the 
continent of Europe. Ant- 
werp, situated 60 miles in- 
land on the. deep river 
Scheldt, is connected by 
canal and rail with every 
part of Germany, Franee. 
Holland and Belgium, and 
our Americar invaders are 
making it a basis of their 
commercial campaigns. Six 
great lines of steamers 
connect it with New York 
and other American ports, and it is the 
headquarters of the Red Star line. one 
of the chief arteries of our great shipping 
trust. Wheat by the ten thousand bush- 
eis and cotton by the thousands of bales 
are unloeded here to be sent to other 
countries of Burope. Cargoes ef our lum- 
ber travel through the canals far into the 
interior, and tank steamers filled with 
American coal oil come in such numbers 
that special docks have been set aside 
for them known as the Bassin America. 

Antwerp has now 300,000 people. It is 
rapidly growing, and it is reaghing the 
position it had during the middle ages as 
the richest commercial city of Europe. It 
had then not half as many people as 
now, but its trade was the wonder of the 
world. Five huncred wagons daily came 
into the city. bringing in and carrying 
out goods. Five hundred ships sailed up 
the Scheldt every day, and it is said that 
twenty-five hundred vessels were often 
anchored there at one time. 

This was shortly after the discovery of 
America. Before that time the Mediter- 
ranean cities such as Venice and Genoa, 
led in the commerce of the world, but 
Columbus turned the tide another way. 
The route to Asia about the Cape of Good 
Hope was discovered, and the cities of the 
Atlantic began to boom. Lisbon was one 
of the most thriving of them, and the 
Portugucse ships called there and then 
came on to Antwerp. Indeed Antwerp 
Laid then almost as much trade &s Lon- 
don, England, annually buying about $2,- 
000,000 worth of Antwerp goods. At that 
time money was worth ten times what 
it is now, and in comparison the trade 
was greater. Antwerp bought spices and 
sugar of the Portuguese to the amount of 
almost $4,000,000 a year, and its silk and 
gol] wares from Italy’ Were worth twice 
as mucnh. 

There were then one thousand forcign 
commercial firms doing business in Ant- 
werp, and among them were the Fuggers, 
of Augsburg, who were the Pierpont 
Morgans of the sixteenth century. The 
Fuggers. were famous as bankers and 
business men and for their weaith, one 
of them dving at Antwerp and icaving a 
fortune of $5,000,000, an enormous sum 
for that time. 

Such was the condition of Antwerp when 
the Spaniards tried to rulo the Nether- 
lands. They ruined the coutnry as they

Later on’ Napoleon Bonaparte saw the 
fitness of Antwerp fora great commercial 
port. He built docks at a cost of some- 
thing like $10,000,000 and was fast make 
ing the city the commercial capital of 
northern Kurope, when it got another 
biack eye through the revolutions which 
followed his death. A generation or so 
later, Belgiunr-having separated from 
Holland, Antwerp again began to grow, 
and it is now -bicger than it has ever 
been before. 

The Antwerp of today is one of the 
nusiest places of continental Europe. It 
Dooms like the fast-growing cities of the 
United States. Its new streets are lined 


out and in. I could not get the exact. 
drea of the docks, but I am sure there 
are more than 1,000 acres. The Passin 
Du Kattendyk alone has 230 acres and the 
Bassin Lefebvre has 320 acres. I stopped 
and made some photographs ahou§ the 
Bassin America, where our petroleum is 
landed. Barrels marked “Standard Oil 
Company’’ were piled high on the banks, 
and across the way; was an enormous 
brick elevator which was being filled with 
the wheat from our great northwest. 

I visited she Red Star quay, where 
there ero warehouses filled with Ameri- 
can wood pulp, cotton and machinery. i 
saw Chicago meats in cans, boxes mark- 
ed Piradelphia pickles and every sort 
of yankee notions in various packages. 
‘Two steamers were unloading cargvues of 
corn, oil cake and agricultural machin- 
ery, and a team of Beigian horses was 
dragging away about six tons of Minne- 
apoiis flour at one load. I did not count 
the bags, but there must have been hun- 
dreds of them. 

And just here I want to speak about the 
Belgian horses used about the wharves. 
They are little clephants in horse hides, 
and@ they will haul bigger loads than even 
the horses of Civerpoo!l cr Havre. I have 
never seen anything like them. Two of 
them pull a load of eight or ten tons with 
ease, and single horses drag’ five tons. 
The wagons used about the docks weigh 
about a ton and a half each, and when 
you load one of them with sixty big bags 
of sulphur or several hundred bags of 


port, a vast ammount of it going to the 
Belgian Congo. 

Ghent is algo noted for its linens. It has 
one of the largest linen mills of the 
world, employing about 3,00 hands. It 
is the center of a rich farming region and 
tn the country nearby some of the beau- 
tiful laces for which Belgium is noted are 
made. A great part of the lace is still 
made by hand, the women doing the work 
with numerovs needles on cushions. 

We have a consul general at Antwerp. 
I called upon him at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and I have no doubt that he knew 
jugzt how I looked before I got inside his 
door, and this without peeping out of the 
window. I have written of the brass peep 
holes which the French have in the front 
doors of their apartments so that they 
can peep through ard without being seen 
size up the person who knocks before the 
door is opened. The Belgians, including 
the American consul, have an arrange- 
ment which keeps pace with that of the 
French and goes them one better. It is 
a combination of little mirrors fastened 
en an iron arm or bracket to the wall 
just outside the window, so that the per- 
son within ean see all that goes on up or 
down the street. Himself unseen, he can 
recognize the passersby, and can spot 
every caller as he approaches his dwelling. 
Our consul general at Antwerp as he sits 
in the large e2s chair by his window 
looking out on the street has three such 
m.rrors covering both directions, and also 
the street immediately below, and the

wheat you have a load which an Amer- 
ican} team could not budge, but which 
these Belgian draft horses pull along like 
so many feathers. 

Exch wagon has a tongue, and when 
one horse is used it is hitched up on one 
side of the tongue instead of changing Lo 
shafts. I have seen single horses pulling 
three or four tons and the wagon, OF, al- 
togetMer about five tons, over these Bel- 
gian tlock pavements. This is done with- 
out trouble, and you will cone ede it is a 
big load for one horse. The best horses 
ot this kind weigh about 3,000 pounds, and 
each is expecied to pull from three to five 
tons. The foresees are well eared for and 
bring good prices. 

I went from the Red Star docks to tne 
lumber yards. ‘They cover acres and con- 
tain enormous piles of American pine and 
other woods. Ships were 
loading and unioading at 

Lumber the docks and it seemed 

handled to me that tre glass- 

im roofed warehouses held 
Antwerp. enough of our lumber to 
floor the half of Beigium. 

The boards are brought chiefly from the 
scuthern states and shipped by rail and 
canals to other parts of the country.

vith bufldings which would do credit to 
New York, and it has docks which sur- 
pass anything on our Atlantic coast. The 
river Scheldt has been walled in and deep- 
ened, so that at high tide the biggest 
ocean steamers sail right to the edge of 
the city and anchor there. All along thie 
river iron and glass sheds have been 
erected for storing goods, and transferr- 
ing them from the shios to the railroads. 
Four lines of railway tracks run outside 
these sheds, and next to the river are long 
lines of hydraulic cranes which lift the 
goods from the ships to the cars. On 
the average, 2,500 cars leave the city every 
day. Both cranes and cars are worked 
Dy a subterranean acquiduct operated by 
engines. 

Above the warehouse sheds are long 
promenades paved with asphalt, so wide 
that two two-horse wagon loads of hay 
could be driven side by side upon them. 
These promenades look out over the 
river and the grcen fields on the opposite 
side; they form the favorite walk of the 
Antwerpers Sundays and evenings. At 
such times bareheaded women gid girls 
and capped and hatted men and boys 
lean- 


breezes of the Scheldt. Some of the boys 
clogs, and even the little 
ones of the better classes have their legs 
bare from the tops of their shoes to the 


| knees. 


The Scheldt is about a furlong wide. It 
feet axl it streams 
with shipping. A North German 
Lloyd steamer came puffing in while I was 
on the promenade this afternoon, whiie a 
Red Star liner from New York, which had 
just been discharged, was starting out. 
I wish I could show you the docks 
which these Belgians have built for hand- 
ling our imports. They are among tie 
finest of Durope. The ones which Napo- 
leon constructcd are still in use. They 
are two in number, one holding about 2) 
ships and the other perhaps half that 


> nunrber. 


It took me several] hours to drive about 
the new docks. I went by miles of iron 
with all 
At times I was in a 
thicket of masts and at others I could 
hardly see through the network of rig- 
ging. The docks and canals were filled 
with boats and barges wedged in among 
the great steamers, and cars were mov- 
ing this way and that carrying the goods 
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carried about on these ble wagons. I 
watched some men loading one of them 
Each had a leather pad won his shou!der 
upon which he carried at least half a 
dozen wvoards at one time, handling the 
lumber more rapidly than is done in 
America. 

I have made some inquiries cencerning 
our imports to Belgium, but fine it diffi- 
cult to learn just what they are. Much 
of them come through England and Ger- 
many. We ship them most of the staples 
we cenJ to other countries, and also a 
gieat deal of crushed corn, corn, oil and 
notions. The agents of the Swift Pack- 
ing Company tell me that they sgell 
canned meats of all kinds, and aiso bones 
and hogs’ hair. The bones are shipped to 
Germany and Russia for buttons, tooth 
brush handles arc other such things, and 
the hair is used to stuff furniture. Bel- 
gium buys a great deal of beef ham, 
which is much like our dricd beef, and 
is sent over in barrels. American canned 
meats are seldom used except for picnic 
and excursion lunches, but our lard and 
pork hams are part of the regular Bel- 
gian diet. Much of the goods which 
comes to Antwerp is transshipped tc 
other countries. It goes into the govern- 
ment warehouses, and then passes on to 
its destination without paying tariff du- 
ties. 

“A vast deal of American cotton comes 
to Agtitwerp for the spinning mills of 
Ghent and other factories. Ghent is the 
Manchester of Belgium. It is situated on 
the Scheldt, on the way to Ostend. a 
short distance from Antwerp, and an hour 
and a half by rai) from Brussels. 

Ghent has 160,00 inhabitants and it is 
upward of 6 miles ig circumference, a 
large part of it being taken up in bleach- 
ing grounds. Several small rivers flow 
through the city and there are bridges 
everywhere. There is a wide cana] which 
connects it with the Scheldt and another 
which connects it with the Lei river. 
Many of the buildings are old, and with 
its canals the town is exceedingly pic- 
turesque. 

Ghent is a business city. Its people 
have always been noted as weavers, and 
in the middle ages their cloths were fa- 
mous all over Eufope. There are now 
abeut 500,000 spindles in the city Itself, 
and as many more in the country about. 
Our American cotton comes here fn bales, 


and is spun and woven into cloth for ex- 


I would not pretend to insin- 
vate that a great man like him wastes 
lis business hours in watching the fair 
passersby; but I doubt not he thus spots 
the stranded Americans and gives airec- 
tions tv his clerk to tell obnoxious callers 
he is not in. Such Judag mirrors are 
common in the Netherlancs. 

This country, however, has many queer 
thirgs. The horses, for instance, wear 
straw hats in the summer, while the 
women go bareheaded. 
The horses cost imoney 
and their heads necd pro- 
tection. The women are 
cheaper, and the men tell 
me tney can hada tor 
the asking. 

This is a country of uniforms. “here 
are men everywhere wearing gold-laced 
coats and gold-bdraided caps. Every other 
servant hus a2 cap and bress buttons. 
This is so with the street car conduc- 
tors, the railroad men and the servants 
of the stores. There are soldiers or of- 
ficers on every street corner dressed up 
to the nines. ‘There are very few beggars, 
for begging is against the law, but the 
people are poor, and it is enly the of- 
ficiais, their so-called servants, who are 
as spick and span the red poppies 
which spot the summer lields. 

It is odd to women scrubbing 
str2ets as our women scrub their kitc!
